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Behrel Answers 
LWV: 7 Members 
For Housing Unit 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel said 


yesterday he will ask the city council 
July 17 to appoint seven members to the 
city's special housing commission, 


Replying to a Des Plaines League of 


Women Voters for appointments "with- 
out delay" to show the city government's 
"sincerity," the mayor said he will pre- 
sent his final recommendations in July, 
when he has had adequate time to study 
qualifications of the 13 proposed ap- 
pointees. 


"What are they all excited about? 


What's the hurry?" Behrel said yester- 
day, at his weekly press conference. 


The league, in a letter made public 


Monday, noted the length of time since 
creation of the commission, last Febru- 
ary, and the time that has gone by with- 
out appointments. 


MRS. RICHARD D'Hondt, league pres- 


ident, said her organization fears "undue 
delay in making appointments will only 
lead citizens to doubt the city govern- 
ment's sincerity in creating such a com- 
mission." 


Referring to the demands last fall for 


construction of low and moderate-income 
housing, the League states that the 
"question of adequate housing for ail Des 
Plaines citizens has become, for some, an 
emotional issue, and for others a cru- 
sade 


"Because of the controversy, we are 


concerned that the members of the hous- 
ing commission be chosen with care, so 
that they may have the confidence of the 
community in their task." However, 
Mrs. D'Hondt indicates, further delay 
will lead residents to doubt about wheth- 
er the city government really wants a 
commission. 


The council created the commission on 


the recommendation of a council com- 
mittee, which had reported that no deci- 
sion could be made about low and mod- 
erate-income housing until more infor- 
mation is gathered. 


HOWEVER, THE council defeated an 


amendment to the commission resolu- 
tion, which would have specifically or- 
dered the commission to study low and 
moderate-income housing. Later, the 
council placed its own position on a study 
in doubt by also voting against an 
amendment that would have forbidden a 
low and moderate-income housing study. 


Behrel 
said yesterday 
that more 


names could be added to the list of 13 
now being considered by the council for 
appointment to the seven member com- 
mission. These names could be proposed 
by aldermen, he said. He also indicated 
that other names of volunteers, who he 
feels could serve, may be added to the 
list of possible appointees.

When Oswaldo Amaro was 14, his fa- 


ther was serving a 10-year prison term 
for treason, his stepfather had just died 
in jail and his mother was only recently 
released after a year in prison for con- 
spiracy against the state. 


When he was 14, Oswaldo was Cuban. 


That year, his mother, sister and brother 
fled with him to avoid political per- 
secution by .Fidel Castro's- government, 
coming to this country and settling in 
Chicago with an uncle. 


Now, Oswaldo (Ossie) is a resident of 


Maryville Academy in Des Plaines. A 
willingness to work and a bright person- 
ality have been a winning combination 
for the 19-year-old immigrant, who grad- 


uated with honors this spring from Maine 
North High School. 


The Glenview Optimists 
Club has 


named him Citizen of the Year at Maine 
North, the school's industrial education 
department voted him its Best Person- 
ality Award and Maryville honored him 
with its First Citizenship Award.- 


WHILE HE WAS in the cooperative 


work training program at Maine North, 
Ossie attended classes from 8 a.m. until 
noon, then left to work at Grier Organic 
Inc., a Skokie machine shop, until 11 
p.m. He still found tjme to make the hon- 
or roll at Maine North, counsel fellow 
residents at Maryville and court the 
boss's daughter, whom he will marry 
this Saturday. 


Ossie, who will study law enforcement 


this fall at Harper College, remembers 
how it was for the poor families in Cuba. 
"We only had meat once a week," he 
said. 


Cuban children go to school six days a 


week for eight hours a day, wear uni- 
forms and are severely punished for tar- 
diness. Both girls and boys were.mem- 
bers of the Cuban Pioneers, a club for 
first through sixth graders who took field 
trips on Sundays to military bases or 
state farms, Ossie said. 


Seventh to ninth graders have to go to 


camp for two months to cut sugar cane. 
"If you disobeyed, you were thrown out 
of school and drafted into the military

Bus Company 
Sale Price 
Rises Again 


The up-again, down-again sale price of 


the United Motor Coach bus company is 
apparently up again. 


The financially-ailing bus company, 


which was offered for sale to the City of 
Des Plaines last December, may cost 
$630,000 instead of the $500,000 report- 
ed by city officials last April, according 
to Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel. 


In a recent meeting between city offi- 


cials and representatives of the bus com- 
pany owners, Behrel was informed the 
owners now expect the city of Des 
Plaines to "pick up the company debts, 
too." 


THE COMPANY'S debts amount to 


about $130,000, Behrel said. This does 
not include the first and second mort- 
gages on the bus company headquarters, 
900 E. Northwest Hwy., the mayor said. 
The $200,000 debt on the mortgages 
would be paid by the owners if the city 
decides to purchase the bus service to 
keep it in operation, he said. 


This latest boost is "not what the city 


had understood," from past discussions 
with the bus company, Behrel indicated. 
The new asking price, and the absorption 
of company debts will be discussed by 
the city council, which is now awaiting a 
$8,500 feasibility study about company 
purchase, accord ng to Behrel. 


Since December, the company's asking 


price has jumped from $500,000 to $1 mil- 
lion — when company owners decided 
they should ask for money for buses — 
then back to $500,000 when they decided 
the buses probably weren't worth very 
much. 


District Runs Special Education Program 


Three and 4-year-old children who 


show a delay in normal learning devel- 
opment are being tested for enrollment 
in a special education program adminis- 
tered by Maine Township Dlst. 207 this 
summer. 


The new program is the result of an 


amendment to the Illinois School Code 
passed by the Legislature last year that 
lowers the minimum age for special edu- 
cation programs from 
five to three 


years. 


Dist. 207 is the only school district in 


Illinois to receive state funds to set up a 
model program for 3 and 4-year-olds. 
When the three-year project is con- 
cluded, the state hopes to use the pro- 
gram developed at Dist. 207 throughout 
Illinois. 


As of July 1, all Illinois school districts 


will be required to provide special educa- 
tion programs for preschoolers. If a par- 


ent feels his child may have a learning 
problem he can take the child to the lo- 
cal elementary school district for testing 
and correction if a problem is found. 


The program administered by Dist. 207 


will examine children who come to them 
through referrals this summer but plans 
to open testing services to all next 
spring. 


The program will open offices at Dist. 


64 'Oakton Elementary School in Park 
Ridge July 1. Richard W. Framke, prin- 
cipal of Dist. 64 Jefferson Elementary 
School, has been named director of the 
project. 


DIST. 2OT administers the Maine Town- 


ship special education cooperative, which 
includes elementary districts 62, 63 and 
64. E. Gaydon Brandt, director of the 
special education cooperative, estimates 
there are about 4,000 3 and 4-year-oldg in 
the district. He predicts that about 600 of 


these children will be brought in for test- 
ing. 


Brandt said developmental problems of 


young children cannot be neatly cate- 
gorized. Some of the children are physi- 
cally handicapped, some have emotional 
problems and some have developmental 
problems that will disappear automati- 
cally when the child matures. 


The children are referred to the dis- 


trict from many sources, said Brandt. 
Most referrals are from parents, he said, 
but m<<ny also come from pediatricians, 
social workers, nursery schools, and 
church groups. 


Of the 600 children, the new program 


at Dist. 207 will work with about 60 "who 
need this pre-kindergarten intervention 
the most,"said Brandt. The rest of the 
children will be referred to other existing 
programs or to clinics following free test- 
ing by the district. 


THE PROGRAM will concentrate on 


the developmental areas of physical 
coordination, socialization, and language, 
said Brandt, and will provide training for 
parents, physicians, school teachers, civ- 
ic leaders and administrators, and for- 
mulate instructional programs for the 
children. 


"No one has come out with a workable 


curriculum for pre-school children," said 
assistant director Reginald Hanks. "We 
are going to attempt to set up some sort' 
of model." 


Brandt said that children acquire more 


basic knowledge before the age of five 
than they do throughout their lives. "A 
problem at the age of 3 or 4 is much 
easier to take care of," he said. The pro- 
gram "allows us to reach the child at an 
early age." 


Members of the staff include a learn- 


ing disabilities specialist, a language 
specialist, a physical therapist, two ele- 
mentary teachers, a psychologist, social 
worker, two teacher aides, two student 
teachers and a nurse. 


The first year of the three-year project 


will be spent in research and ex- 
perimentation in preschool instruction. 
Evaluation and revision will take place 
during the second year of the project and 
Brandt said he hopes to have a model 
program available by the end of the 
third year. 


The proposal for the model program 


was prepared by the Maine Township 
Special Education Program and sub- 
mitted to the Office of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction by Dist. 207 Supt. 
Richard Short. A grant award of $186,575, 
was allocated by the state for the first 
year of the project.

Panel Recommends Rezoning Denial 


The Des Plaines Plan Commission has 


recommended city council rejection of a 
rezoning request to allow construction of 
a gasoline station, a small office building 
and a grocery store near the. northeast 
corner of Oakton Street and Wolf Road. 


The five-member commission voted 


unanimously last week against the rezon- 
ing, after it received a 100-signature peti- 
tion from residents who want the 1575 S. 
Wof site ro remain zoned for single-fami- 
ly housing. 


The plan commission report will be 


submitted July 3 to the city council, 
which will make the final decision on the 
proposed rezoning. The Des Plaines Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals, which met last 
night after Herald press time, will also 
present a report of its recommendations 
to the council. 


The site owner, the Church of the 


Three Crosses, United Methodist, an Illi- 


nois religious corporation; has requested 
a change from an R-2 residential zoning 
to a C-2 commercial zoning. The owner 
also asked for special permission to 
cnstruct and operate a gasoline station. 


ACCORDING TO plans, submitted to 


the commission, ,which advises the coun- 
cil on city plans and development, the 
site owner wants to construct a 2,500 
square foot grocery store, which would 
remain open to the public for more hours 
than do most grocery stores or super- 
markets. 


Plans include a 1,680 square foot gaso- 


line station with six parking spaces, a 
1,650 square foot office building with 
spaces for nine cars, and a 4,950 square f. 
foot parking lot with 11 spaces. 


Spokesmen for the site owner indicated 


than single-family homes exist east of the 
site, and across the street from it. A 
church, the United Pentecostal, 1775 S. 


Wolfi is on the northeast corner of Oak- 
ton and Wolf. A gasoline station is on the 
southeast 
corner, 
and another 
com- 


mercially zoned company is on the south- 
west coerner. 


The owner would place a fence east of 


the gasoline station, between the station 
and the homes, spokesmen said. The 
parking lot would not be lighted, they 
said. The site land not used for other 
purposes would be landscaped. The gro- 
cery store would be open from 7 a.m. to 
11 p.m. 


THREE RESIDENTS appeared at the 


commission hearing and presented a pe- 
tition, which, they said, included signa- 
tures from more than two-thirds of the 
adjoining homeowners. 


The residents at the meeting showed 


commission members a copy of the origi- 
nal plat of 'the property, including a 
"protective covenant" which states that, 


— according to original agreements be- 
tween the city and the former landowner 
— the site could never be used for any- 
thing but single-family residences. 


The residents also stated that com- 


mercial property within 1.3 miles east 
and west, and one-half mile north and 
south, includes itf gasoline stations, 12 
drive-in food stores and restaurants, 
three neighborhood grocery shops, four 
major shopping centers, and three office 
buildings. 


Commission members, 
agreeing the 


protective covenant should be respected, 
noted the proposed buildings on the prop- 
erty could "generate traffic into a resi- 
dential area and create a burden." 


Rezoning would "constitute an ex- 


ample of spot zoning and would tend to 
cause a devaluation of the adjacent 
single-family homes," according to the 
commission report. 


Unit School District Step 
Nearer Reality? Ask Study 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


School Board took another step toward a 
unit school district Monday night. The 
board moved to submit an outline for a 
feasibility study to various consultant 
firms. 


The board proposed that the study be 


done in stages, but ,would consider rec- 
ommendations from the consultants on 
how the study would be done. March 1, 
1973 was set as the date the board would 
like the completed report submitted. 


The study would cover all aspects of 


the unit district, including territory in- 
v o l v e ' d , f i n a n c i a l arrangements, 
adequacy of plants and facilities, admin- 
istration, curriculum, rights and duties 
o f 
personnel 
transportation arrange- 


ments and effects on school-community 
relations. 


The motion set a tentative schedule for 


consultant proposals to be discussed dur- 
ing July and a final designation of a con- 
sultant to be made on Aug. 7. 


The board would expect the con- 


sultants to be prepared to testify before 
regional and state hearings and, if neces- 
sary, in court on any proposed unit dis- 
trict involving Dist. 59. 


Findings and recommendations of the 


consultants will be presented to four pub- 
lic meetings within the district.

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Plan To Eye Harper Faculty Evaluation 


by BETSY IWOOKEK 


Two consultants will be hired this sum- 


mer to tnke a look nt Hnrpcr College's 
faculty evaluation system. 


The two consultants will be selected 


mutually by members of the faculty sen- 
ate and the administration. Their report, 
c o m p l e t e with recommendations, is 
slated for release by Sept. 1, 1972. 


The Harper Board of Trustees author- 


ized the study at a meeting Thursday fol- 
lowing a debate with faculty members on 
the scope of the study. At a meeting ear- 
lier this month, n study proposal was ta- 
bled following another debate on the time 
schedule of the study. 


Members of the faculty senate, in- 


cluding Pres. Tom McCabe, said they 
are dissatisfied with the board's action. 
The faculty senate will discuss the mat- 
ter at a meeting this Thursday. 


THE DEBATE between the board 


members and the faculty centers on two 
points. First, will the summer study 
merely be a fact-finding project or will it 
produce binding recommendations? The 
faculty members want to begin a com- 
mittee study of the evaluation system 
this fall using the consultants' study as a 
resource but not a policy. 


The second point of contention con- 


cerns the scope of the study. The faculty 
wants the study to include a look at 
working conditions, such as class size, 
along with the actual evaluation in- 
strument. The board members contend a 
study of the instrument naturally in- 
cludes factors such as class size. 


The board apparently resolved the first 


argument by charging the consultants to 
make suggestions. However, the faculty 
representatives said they were not satis- 
fied the scope of the study would ade- 
quately include working conditions. 


During the debate Thursday, Trustee 


Marilyn 
Marier pointed out the two 


groups were "apart in semantics but 
close in philosophy." She added the 
groups were "afraid to trust one another. 
We fear the study will be so broad it 
would include the entire institution and 
you fear it will be so narrow it will ex- 
clude working conditions."

Trustee Ross 
Miller, who had met earlier with college 
administrators to draw up such a resolu- 
tion, made a motion to hire '-the con- 
sultants. 


Working with faculty members and ad- 


ministrators, the consultants will study 
an evaluation instrument termed in- 
adequate by members of the faculty, 
board and administration. 


The evaluation system involves stu- 


dents, faculty'and administrators in an 
annual review of the effectiveness of in- 
struction in addition to personal and pro- 
fessional attributes of each faculty mem- 
ber. 


A questionnaire passed out earlier 


showed the faculty's major concern is 
the procedure of student and peer partic- 
ipation in the evaluation. McCabe said 
the committee plans to pass out another 
questionnaire to get a'dditional faculty re- 
action. The committee will make recom- 
mendations to revise the evaluation sys- 
tem for the 1973-74 school year.

'Red Hot Lovers' Warms 
Hearts, Lights No Fires

"Last of the Red Hot Lovers" may 


warm a few hearts, but the comedy is 
just not exciting enough to send tempera- 
tures soaring. 


Don Knotts, billed star of the show that 


opened last week at Arlington Park 
Theatre, plays the type of character for 
which he is most noted. 


Knotts is Barney Cashman, a nervous 


little man who attempts to play the role 
of the ardent lover, but naturally, fails 
miserably. 


And the Neil Simon comedy la typically 


Simon. . which is to say, it's comfort- 
able, light and gently rolls with waves of 
witticism. 


THE SUM TOTAL is an evening char- 


acterized by a soft chuckle and a smile. 
There's enough on stage to tickle your 
funny bone without affecting your poise. 


But then, not all plays have to shout a 


cause beyond simple, pure entertain- 
ment. "Red Hot Lovers" is around just 
for relaxation purposes. 


The acting Is superb. The foursome 


which includes KnotU and his three lead- 
ing ladies, Jo Anne Meredith, Nola Roe- 
per and Pamela Britton, earlier ap- 
peared in the same show together in San 
Diego, Calif., in £1 Paso, Tex,, and most 
recently at the Huntlngton Hartford The- 
ater in Los Angeles. 


The comedy is made up of three sepa- 


rate vignettes, one for each act, with 


Don Knotts each time trying to seduce a 
different woman. 


HAVING EXPERIENCED what Barn-

And completing the cast is Pamela

AMONG THE MANY nice things about 


Lake Shelbyville, the new man-made re- 
servoir in mid-southern Illinois, is that it 
is so easy to get to. 


In fact, with the exception of the toll 


booths on the Tri-State Tolhvay, you can 
get within 26 miles of the lake at Mat- 
toon, ill., without seeing a stop sign. You 
can fairly fly down route 57, saving your 
energies for fishing this two-year old im- 
poundment. 


Lake Shelbyville sprang up as the re- 


sult of a dam the U.S. Corps of Engi- 
neers threw across the Kaskaskia River 
at the eastern edge of the town of Shelby- 
ville and west &i Mattoon. The dam im- 
pounded both the Kaskaskia and the west 
branch of the Okaw river, as well as 
some ten or twelve creeks in the area. 


With 'he exception of Sand Creek, none 


of the waters that make up the 11,000 
acre lake, were particularly good fishing. 
And Sand Creek wasn't all that good ei- 
ther, but it did shelter a few bass. 


To get some of the more mundane 


facts out of the way, the entire Shelby- 
ville project cost the engineers $56 mil- 
lion and began in May of 1963, It began 
filling in 1970 and now runs nn » more or 
less north to south line for some 25 miles 
at a maximum width of about a mile and 
a half and has 250 miles of shoreline, all 
of it accessible to the public and all fish- 
able and huntahle. 


Four camping areas are under con- 


struction by the Corps of F.ngineers and 
two by the State of Illinois. Two camp 
grounds are now open, Coon creek, south 
of Findlay, and Llthia Springs northeast 
of the town of Shelbyville. The campsites 
are equipped with concrete picnic tables, 
grills and gravel parking pads. 


We camped on a hillside site over- 


looking a small cove in the Lithia 
Springs area, which also allowed us to 
leave the boat moored in the cove, with- 
out picking it up every evening. Although 
launching and retrieving the boat would 
have been no problem, since there are 
free launch ramps, all around the reser- 
voir. 


The water in Shelbyville Is clear and 


cold and, in places, very deep. But the 
lake offers every kind of fishing you can 
think of. 


During a four-day stay, we trolled deep 


water, we bank-fished with bobbers and 
live bait. We fished stick-ups and brush 
piles, rock bars, sand bars and mud 
bars. We fly-fished, cast surface lures, 
bottom bouncers, plastic worms, spin- 
ners, live bait and shallow runners. And 
we caught fish everywhere and every 
way! 


But all is not perfect. Shelbyville has 


one slight drawback. It is a mere tad of 
a lake. And as a result, its young fi«h are 
still small... but growing fast. 


The

Department 
of 
Con- 


servation has put a 14 inch minimum 
Rlie limit on the walleyes, to while you 
can catch i lot of walleyes, you will have 
to put most of them bick Into the like. 
They measure, this month, about 
l3'/i 


Inches. Still, you can find an occasional 
keeper, enough of them for • substantial 
breakfast or shore lunch. 


The l a r g e m o u t h bass and the 


smallmouth bass are about the same 
size. But, again, as with the walleyes, 
they are growing fast in the fruitful wa- 
ters of Shelbyville, and there are keepers 
among them, We caught seven bass on 
two separate days out of the Sand creek 
branch on the east shore of the lake that 
weighed a pound and a half to two 
pounds each. 


There is no "trick" or "secret" to fish- 


ing Shelbyville successfully. We had no 
prior knowledge of the lake. But ordinary 
good fishing sense tells you the moment 
you see it that It is a good one. 


For the "traveled" fisherman, Shelby- 


ville reminds one something of Berkley 
Lake in Kentucky, except smaller and 
cleaner. All along both shorelines you 
will find covers studded with trees stick- 
ing up out' of the water. These quiet 
coves all hold fish, and some of them 
hold some big northern pike that you can 
often see but rarely hook. 


Fishing tree stick-ups is about the only 


"tricky" part of Shelbyville fishing, ev- 
erything else being just as you've always 
known it. 


We tried several methods, but the most 


successful was with either a Rapala 
Countdown or Doll Fish. These two lures 
are heavy enough to cast accurately and 
sink rather quickly to the point where 
you want to retrieve them. But you have 
to cast to a spot that is free of branches 
and still near enough to the trunk of the 
tree for the fish to spot It. 


A plastic worm will also work in these 


stickups, as will a spinner bait. The 
worm can be rigged with teh hook 
pierced back into the body of the worm 
to make it less likely to hang on a 
branch during the retrieve, 


To provide good upland game hunting 


at Shelbyville, more than 6,000 acres of 
land and water in the upper reaches of 
the reservoir area have been licensed to 
the Illinois Department of Conservation 
for wildlife management purposes. About 
3500 acres of these lands are located on 
the Kaskaskia arm of the reservoir with 
the other 2500 acres on the West Okaw 
river arm, Each of these wildlife areas 
are being managed and planned to pro- 
vide good upland game hunting and wa- 
terfowl hunting. 


There are swimming beaches now in 


the area, one especially nice at the Lith- 
ia Springs campground, as well as con- 
cessionaires 
for 
fishermen, 
boaters, 


skiiers, swimmers, and just plain camp- 
ers and sightseers. 


One real advantage of Shelbyville In 


the eyes of the fishermen and the water 
skilers, i» the "equal opportunity" fac- 
tor. The huge middle area of the lake, 
that it too deep to bother to try to fish, Is 
great for the big power boats and their 
skllers. But all fishing and swimming 
areia are marked off with buoys as no- 
wake areas, and a further regulation pro- 
vides for no water skiing within MO feet 
of any shoreline. 


All in all, Shelbyville is truly one area 


where critics of the vandalism usually 
practiced by the U. S. Corps of Engi- 
neers must bite our collective tongues 
and say "well done," It appears to be a 
totally worthwhile project that has cer- 
tainly enlivened not only otherwise quiet 
and rather useless waterways, but has 
also awakened an entire mid-state com- 
munity to a new industry — tourism. 


Eventually there will be some 10 or 12 


campgrounds on the reservoir, plus con- 
cessionaires to serve them, There are al- 
ready 14 launch ramps available and 
boat rentals and bait shops at five loca- 
tions. 


And the U.S. Government has retained 


ownerships of the entire shoreline, with a 
300 foot setback, so there is no danger of 
developers or Industrial invasion to foul 
this beautifully scenic lake. Plan a trip 
there toon and be sure you take a cam- 
era.

Or frhen-A Cub Fan Thinks Back 
6Boys Of Summer,' Chicago Style

NEW YORK - NEA) - For a guy 


from Chicago, the most woesome part of 
Roger Kahn's best seller, "The Boys of 
Summer," comes when the interviewing 
author takes Andy Pafko, the retired ball 
player, out for lunch. And Pafko orders a 
club sandwich. 


"Furillo, Snider and guys who could 


play like that, you oughta buy them 
steaks," says Pafko, 


With that humble thought, it all comes 


back:, The Inferiority with which the 
Cubs provided an entire city during the 
last three decades. 


One realizes that it was inescapable. If 


Pafko couldn't shed the cloak of me- 
diocrity, who could? 


And we traded him off only when he 


became too good. He hit .304 in 1951 and 
people thought it might be catching. He 
went to the Dodgers for a year-and- 
a-half. And thus played on the team of 
Robinson and Furillo and Snider and 
Campy and Reese which had been chro- 
nicled In "The Boys of Summer." 


"No," Pafko told Kahn, "I don't belong 


in that book. I wasn't in the class with 
Snider and Furillo." 


No, Andy, don't say it ain't so. 


The Cubs set a major-league record for 


botchcry that is staggering. They fin- 
ished in the second division 20 straight 
seasons, starting in 1948, Many an im- 


pressionable Chicago boyhood — many 
an impressionable Chicago adulthood, for 
that matter — were stunted beyond re- 
pair. Losing for a Chicagoan was. as nat- 
ural as a monsoon for a Tibetan. 


Yet there was always a ray of sun- 


shine. One year a rookie named Bob 
Speake hit something like 10 homers in 
May until the opposing catchers dis- 
covered his weakness, all weaknesses: 
They whispered to him as he came to 
bat, "You're a Cubbie, you're a Cubbie." 
Whiff. Whiff. Whiff. 


There was the pitcher, Bill Faul, who

of the small money .$1,500 was in Si bills, 
"he became quite agitated," said Koes- 
ter. "He gave most of the small bills to a 
stewardess and then stuffed some of 
them in his pockets," 


Koester believes that money, which 


was found in the back of the plane, fell 
out of the hijacker's pockets during the 
jump. 


Originally Koester believed the hijack- 


er t<Fbe dead, from jumping into such 
high 'turbulence. But now he isn't so 
sure. Helping the FBI search the Peru 
area for two clays changed his mind. 


"There are so many areas where he 


could hide in — bushes, trees, near the 
river, or in the high hills," Koester said. 
"Either he made it and picked up the 
chute or buried it — or the chute didn't 
open." 


THE $500,000 and the hijacker's gun 


have been found. A gold pair of pants, 
which the hijacker wore during the hi- 
jacking, were also spotted. 


"We speculate that he tossed them out 


before he jumped," Koester said. "He ei- 
ther had a jump suit under his clothes or 
one in his valise." The valise has not 
been found. 


Koester, 38, who will now help formu- 


late a hijack training program for pilots, 
admits he was relieved when he flew 
back to Chicago early Saturday morning. 
But if he had to, he'd do it all over again. 


"It's become part of my job as a su- 


pervisor to handle such problems. As 
long as it's not a psychopath who wants 
to commit suicide or blow up an air- 
plane. I don't mind," 'he said. "Just as 
long as it's not a kook."

dead or diseased trees at the Cook Coun- 
ly Forest Preserve District burning area 
east of Wheeling. 


For Wheeling area residents, the clos- 


ing of the site Saturday will mean an end 
to the open burning which used to cause 
smoke in residential areas and even 
damaged homes and cars with flying 
soot. 


For private arborists and municipal- 


ities, the closing of the. site will mean 
much higher costs For disposal of trees 
arid, will cause problems finding sanitary 
landfills which will accept the trees. 


The site is closing because of air pollu- 


tion regulations passed last year' by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


ORIGINALLY THE forest preserve 


district had hoped to equip the site with 
machinery to burn the trees in covered 
pits meeting new pollution requirements. 


However, experience with one air cur- 


tain destructor which, (he district had in- 
stalled in the site has shown that the cost 
of operation makes it economically un- 
feasible. 


James Tyndall,,, assistant general su- 


perintendent of the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict, said, "Experience factors with the 
one destructor indicated the cost of oper- 
ation for getting rid of the materials ex- 
ceeds the cost of taking them to a'Sani- 
tary landfill for disposal." •• 


Tyndall said that originally the county 


had planned to purchase four or five 
more destructors' for the Wheeling site,: 


at a total cost of $200,000 to $250,000. 


•In addition, five destructor 'mecha- 


nisms were to be purchased for a burn- 
ing site south of Chicago, for another 


,.$250,000. 


EVEN IF THE county spent the money 


for the additional machinery, arborists 
and villages "simply wouldn't use it," 
Tyndall said because they could dispose 
of trees and brush cheaper at a sanitary 
landfill than at the burning site. 


Tyndall explains that the county would 


have to charge enough for burning the 
trees to make the operation pay. "We 
couldn't have the taxpayers paying the 
way for private arborists," 


The difference in cost will be consid- 


erable even to use the landfills. 


Tyndall 
noted that 
while landfills 


charge approximately $1.35 per cubic 
yard to dispose of trees, the district 
would have to charge more than $1.75 to 
destroy them in an air curtain destruc- 
tor. For a large truck which would hold 
50 cubic yards of trees and brush, the 
charge would be approximately $57.50 at 
a landfill. The district would have to 
charge $87.50 to break even at the burn- 
ing site. 


Both prices are remarkably high com- 


pared to the maximum charge of $10 for 
even the biggest truck which has used 
the burning area in the past. Smaller 
trucks have been charged fees of $5 or $7 
to dispose of trees at the Wheeling burn- 
ing area, District Forester Sam Gabriel 
said. 


AS A RESULT of the economic prob- 


lems the district has sent letters to all of 
the municipalities and private arborists 
who have used the site in the past, noti- 
fying them it will be closed as of July 1. 


Tyndall said the district will continue 


to use the $50,000 destructor at the 
Wheeling burning area to disposejrf dead 
and diseased trees from forest preserve 
property. 


The district will al^o seek funds from 


the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
to install a second destructor mechanism 
on a site south of Chicago to handle trees 
from Forest Preserve lands in that area, 
he said. 


Because of the EPA regulations there 


will be no more open burning at either

site, he said. 


Tyndall said the district has had no 


complaints from the EPA about the oper- 
ation of the destructor at the Wheeling 
site. He said it has received "a clean bill 
of health," but open burning still had tjo 
be done to handle the heavy demands. 


There have been mechanical problems 


with the 'machine — such as engine 
trouble which put the destructor out ot 
operation for a month; repairs to the pit 
made necessary by the excessive heat, 
and doors warping so combustion in the. 
pit was not perfect. 


Tyndall blames the problems on'the 


fact that the number of trees disposed of 
at the site has meant the destructor was 


"operating to a capacity that has never 
been done before anywhere." 


The EPA had allowed the district to

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Expect To Renew 
Effort For Pool 
At High School

A renewed effort to bring an indoor 


swimming pool to the new Hoffman Es- 
tates High School will probably begin 
tonight at the High School Dist. 211 
Board of Education meeting. 


The pool, which was part of a two- 


question park improvement referendum 
proposed by the Hoffman Estates Park 
District on June 10. was narrowly re- 
jected by voters.

He will probably 
urge the park board to resubmit the pool 
plan at its next meeting. 


The proposal for the $475,000 pool was 


defeated by 63 votes June 10. Heavy vot- 
ing against the pool proposal in both the 
Sheffield Town area and Winston Knolls 
was noted. 


A NEW REFERENDUM on the pool 


could not be held until at least Septem- 
ber because of legal restrictions. Before 
another referendum, some effort will 
probably be made to disannex 
the 


Sheffield Town area from the Hoffman 
Estates park district. The development is 
in the Village of Schaumburg. 


Voters there discovered shortly before 


the referendum that they were part of 
the park district. The Sheffield Town 
Homeowners Association voted two days 
before the referendum to encourage resi- 
dents to vote against the proposal, with 
the reasoning that a defeat would give 
them time to complete disannexation 
procedures before another referendum 
could be proposed. 


If the pool is resubmitted and gains

Pilot Tells Of Ordeal With Hijacker 


by KAREN BLECIIA 


A scar on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing. 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hijacker. I was turning around to pull 
some curtains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses," said the American 
Airlines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark. 


"I guess maybe I should have hit him 


harder," laughed the sandy-haired, deep- 
ly-tanned Prospect Heights resident. 


Koester, held at gunpoint for five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile. 


Koester first heard the hijacking was 


taking place Friday afternoon. A man 
with a submachine gun ordered Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tulsa, 
Okla., back to St. Louis. A flight super- 
visor, Koester was then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Hare International Airport. 


BUT KOESTER didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p.m. that 
night when he was sent to St. Louis. He 
was told he might replace Flight 119's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
York, which the hijacker had demanded. 
When he arrived in St. Louis, he was told 
to board the plane to replace the plane's 
first crew. 


"The other crew was tired. They'd 


been up all day," said Koester. "They 
delayed their landing at St. Louis so we 
could get there. When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts and take off our jackets. We 
then had to turn around as he searched 
us with his eyes," 


After the hijacker received $502,000, 


the shovel and parachutes he demanded, 
the 727 was cleared for take off. Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 
exciting part of the whole operation." A 
Missouri man, in his new Cadillac, 
crashed through the airport gate and into 


the plane, disabling it. 


"It's 
really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you. 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker. 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him. I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him. Later 


the hijacker turned to me and said, 
'That guy was nuts.1" 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 
skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane.' 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said. 


A L M O S T IMMEDIATELY after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 


open the back door of tjie aircraft. He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed in 
the back of the plane. 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instruments and 
speed. 


"Originally he wanted us to go about 


500 miles with the door open," said Koes-

The truth in selling amendment to the 


Condominium Property Act will become 
effective immediately with the gover- 
nor's anticipated signing in August, Stale 
Rep. David Regner (R-Urd) reported yes- 
terday. 


The bill, passed by the Senate lust 


neck and the House in early June, re- 
quires that all information concerning 
expenses, responsibilities and privileges 
connected with condominium ownership 
be clarified in writing before the sale. 


Jerry Campbell, executive of the Home 


Builders Association of Illinois said the 
bill "will perhaps mciease costs to the 
builder to provide these documents and 
will be an inconvenience " 


That cost may be passed on to the con- 


sumer, but Regner said the act will be 
"a great help to buyeis " 


CAMPBELL SAID the builders "recog- 


nize that there is some liability on the 
part of salesmen who misconstrue facts 
about condominiums" and that the act 
will "alleviate future problems along 
these lines." 


Builders will be informed of the specif- 


ics of the bill by a newsletter summing 


up legislative actions affecting 
thffm. 


"We can live with the bill," said Camp- 
bell, who added the group is in general 
agreement with the bill as it was finally 
passed. 


Complaints of violations of the bill will 


be handled by the attorney general's of- 
fice. 


The Homebuilders would also like to 


see state licensing of home builders, 
Campbell said, but there was little sup- 
port in the past legislative session due to 
conflicts with the home rule concept.

ter ' He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it " Koestcr said the

The hijacker "apparently didn't want 


us to know when he jumped," according 
to Koester. But as soon as the man 
jumped (near Peru, Ind.,), the crew 
kiie\v by a change in the cabin pressure 


"Before we had heard the pressure 


might change with a jump. Now wo know 
for sine " 


Throughout the ordeal. Koester talked 


most with the hijacker He described him 


. as "committed and apparently willing to 


die " He said he had mapped out and 
timed the flight between St. Louis and 
Toronto so he would know just where 
to jump. 


THE HIJACKER'S behavior was errat- 


ic When the man found he had only one 
parachute harness, he was upset. Koester 
said 


"Apparently he had wanted some one 


to jump before him. That person prob- 
ably would have been me," he said with 
a telieved smile, explaining that he's 
never parachuted before. 


The way the money was arranged also 


upset him, said Koester. The hijacker 
asked for two bags — one with $500,000 
and one with $2,500 in small bills for 
traveling money. When he found out that 
of the small money Sl.oOO was in $1 bills, 
' he became quite agitated," said Koes- 
ter "He gave most of the small bills to a 
stewaidess and then stuffed some of 
them in his pockets " 


Koester believes that money, which 


v,,is found in the back of the plane, fell 
out of the hijacker's pockets during the 
jump 


Originally Ko'jster believed the hijack- 


er to be dead, from jumping into such 
high turbulence But now he isn't so 
sure. Helping the FBI search the Peru 
area for two days changed his mind 


"There are so many areas where he 


could hide in — bushes, trees, near the 
river or in the high hills," Koester said. 


Eithet he made it and picked up the 


chutp or bttnctl it — or the chute didn't 
open 


THE ssno.onn and the hijacker's gun 


have been found A gold pair of pants, 


which the hijacker wore during the hi- 
jacking, were also spotted. 


"We speculate that he tossed them out 


before he jumped," Koester said. "He ei- 
ther had a jump suit under his clothes or 
one in his valise." The valise has not 
been found. 


Koester, US, who will now help formu- 


late a hijack training program for pilots, 
admits he was relieved when he flew 
back to Chicago early Saturday morning. 
But if he had to, he'd do it all over again. 


"It's become part of my job as a sa- 


pervisor to handle such problems. As 
long as it's not a psychopath who wants 
to commit suicide or blow up an air- 
plane, I don't mind," he said. "Just as 
long as it's not a kook " 


he has not until now been a member.

United Opens Neiv Center 


United Air Lines officials will put their 


new S2.75 million reservations center into 
service Friday. 


The 
facility, 
located 
across 
from 


United's corporate headquarters on Al- 
gonquin Road in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township, will handle reservations 
and flight services for United's custom- 
ers in seven mithvestern states. 


A complex system of telephone and 


computer facilities has been built into 
the center to handle the 110.000 phone 
calls the center's staff of 475 expects to 
get each day, seven clays a week. 


A spokesman for Illinois Bell Tele- 


phone Co. said the equipment was the 
most sophisticated of its kind in the en- 
tire Illinois Bell system. 


A computer connected to the phone 


system keeps a running total of the num- 
ber of calls handled by each part of the 
reservations center. It also projects the 
number of calls coming in during the 
next hour as well as during holiday 
times, thus enabling supervisors to put 
on additional manpower for peak peri- 
ods. Should the monitoring system show 
more calls coming in to one part of the 
center than another, supervisors can 
move personnel to the busier area. 


THE FACILITY will serve parts of Illi- 


nois. 
Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Minnesota, 


Iowa, Ohio and Missouri. Whether a per- 
son calls for reservations from Chicago 
or Minneapolis, Minn, he will be con- 
nected directly to Algonquin Road facil- 
ity. 


Once a caller requests reservations to 


a certain city at a certain time, the re- 
servations agent checks on the avail- 
ability of flights by sinply "asking" a 
computer. Each agent has a computer 
keyboard that is hooked into the United 
Air Lines centralized computer travel ar- 
rangements system. Flight information 
is immediately flashed on a screen in 
front of the agent. Once the reservation 
is made, the agent then feeds the infor- 
mation into the central computer (lo- 
cated in Denver. Colo.), and a ticket is 
mailed to the caller. 


The new center is also equipped to 


handle special tour packages, travel 
agent 
inquiries and 
commercial 
ac- 


counts. 


United decided almost two years ago to 


move the reservations center out of the 
Loop because its offices there were too 
small. United officials say the Algonquin 
Road facility is designed to be adequate 
at least until 1985.

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Plan No-Cost Pollution Control 


by PAT GERLACH 


Is comprehensive no-cost pollution con- 


trol in the offing for Hoffman Estates? 


Quite possibly, if village officials de- 


cide to pursue strategy outlined by Rich- 
ard A. Young, an environmental con- 
sultant employed by the federal govern- 
ment and editor of Pollution Engineering 
magazine. 


A system summarized for village envi- 


r o n m e n t a l committee members by 
Young this week is operating to varying 
degrees in a number of Cook, DuPage 
and Lake Cunty towns. It involves util- 
izing the services of present village em- 
ployes. 


Although Young has written a number 


of environmental control ordinances, the 
consultant focused on legislation now in 
effect in Crystal Lake which he considers 
"probably more applicable to Hoffman 
Estates" than most others. 


YOUNG'S PROGRAM calls for ap- 


pointment of a pollution control officer 
(usually a non-paid post) who oversees 
the total operation. He serves as such an 
official In both Crystal Lake and Ben- 
sen ville. 


Pollution control is three phased: En- 


forcement is left to local police; the pub- 
lic works department is accountable for 
testing and inspection is the responsi- 
bility of the building department. 


A Pollution Committee, consisting of 


the mayor and board of trustees is estab- 
lished to hear appeals concerning orders 
by the control officer. The committee is 
empowered to confirm, vary or reverse 
these orders. 


Young claims this type of ordinance 


can never become outdated since it con- 
tains the necessary provisions required 
by the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency and Illinois Pollution Control 
Board. 


"It can and has been upheld (in court) 


and has the necessary provisions to al- 
ways keep current to the state of Illinois; 
it also contains a non-degradation clause 
as required by state and federal govern- 
ment in order to be a recognized and 
accepted ordinance," Young explained. 


ALL-INCLUSIVE for air, water, noise 


and radiation pollution, the proposed law 
contains a permit clause and sets a 
structure of appropriate-fees.

Young feels the ordinance should in- 


itially be structured to remain general. 


"Because these (standards) are now in 


a state of flux environmental control or- 
dinances should be written to be later 
adaptable to proven standards," he ex- 
plained. 


Cost of implementing the system de- 


scribed by Young? 


"Only the time spent by your village 


attorney in checking over a proposed or- 
dinance," Young says. 


As a federally-paid consultant, Young 


would be prohibited from accepting com- 
pensation from the village. He has, how- 
ever enthusiastically offered to help set 
up a program. 


"I have a chance to see some of my 


programs go into effect and must admit 
I would be using you as guinea pigs, 
too," Young said. 


He noted that through his efforts Ben- 


senville has been able to use thousands 
of dollars of air monitoring 'equipment 


"at no cost to anyone, not even the man- 
ufacturer." 


Young said that equipment of this type 


is available on a temporary 
basis 


through the state in many cases. 


"I like to see communities controllheir

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Carpenters, Contractors Firm In Demands

Carpenters and contractors In the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area are not budging 
from their respective wage nnd working 
condition bargaining stands. 


In an effort to end the strike-lockout 


accompanying this impasse, the federal 
Construction Industry Stabilization Com- 
mittee (CISC) called for a meeting with 
both negotiating teams in Washington, 
D C. today. 


"It is n bit unusual." said William 


McCabe. executive officer of the Mid- 
America Regional Bargaining Associ- 
ation (MARBA). of the Washington con- 
ference. MARBA represents a large bloc 
of contractors in negotiations with the 
Chicago District Council of Carpenters 
and Cement Masons Local 502. 


Established under President Nixon's 


executive order in early 1971, the CISC 
served as a bellwether of administration 
concern in the area of rising prices. 
McCabe noted that CISC was set up 
to monitor construction industry set- 
tlements and hopefully keep them in line 
with Administration goals. This construc- 
tion industry watchdog group preceded 
last year's Phase I New Economic Pro- 
gram. 


Both Robert 
E. 
Nielsen, 
(MARBA 


chairmani. and a spokesman for the Chi- 
cago District Council of Carpenters con- 
ceded that there was "no movement" in 
the bargaining stance of either group in 
a late Monday negotiating session held in 
Chicago. Meanwhile, the strike-lockout 


continues, 
idling 
100,000 
construction 


workers. 


THE CONSTRUCTION shutdown af- 


fects an estimated 20,000 homes under 
way in Cook, Lake and DuPage counties, 
valued at 
$(jO million. Approximately 


1,000 major construction sites arc shut 
down, including most Loop skyscrapers, 
for an added $1 billion. Also out are 
I he 


$20 million National Accelerator Labora- 
tory near Weston and highway projects 
worth at least $400 million, according to 
MARBA. 


"We are hopeful that the Thursday 


meeting will be productive," said Nielsen 
of the CISC session. He added that build- 
ers are "resolute" in seeking work-rule 
changes to accompany any boosts in 
wages and benefits in order to keep costs 
in line. MARBA's seven-man delegation 
to Washington will be led by Francis F. 
Sulley, labor counsel. 


The carpenters' negotiating team will 


be led by George Vest Jr., president of 
the Chicago District Council of Carpen- 
ters. A carpenter spokesman said CISC 
chairman John Dunlop is a "well-known, 
successful arbitrator." 


The CISC includes labor, management 


and public representatives. It is a semi- 
independent affiliate of the Federal Pay 
Board.

trades serve as advisory function within 
the CISC framework. This committee's 
purpose is to bring construction settle- 
ments in line with the aclministralion's 


5.5 per cenl-a-ear pay guidelines. 


The CISC has asked carpenters and 


contractors to come to Washington to de- 
termine the impact of the federal con- 
trols," 
according 
to 
the 
carpenter 


spokesman. He contends that the com- 
mittee can make exceptions to the 5.5 
per cant guidelines in order to maintain 
the historic pattern of differentials be- 
tween the wage scale of various con- 
struction trades. 


Cement masons and MARBA negotia- 


tors agreed on a 5.5 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits. Carpenters seek a 
16.7 per cent increase in wages and bene- 
fits compared to the contractor offer of a 
10.5 per cent increase. Work rules and 
relroactivity are issues in both disputes. 


THE STRIKE-LOCKOUT is costing 


members of Cement Masons Local 502 
(Cook County) $163,940 a day in lost 
wages and fringe benefits, estimates 
MARBA. The group also assesses the 
loss to striking carpenters in Cook, Lake 
and DuPage counties at $1,758,040 a day. 


Contractors are also taking heavy loss- 


es as Ihe impasse continues. Jack Hoff- 
man, a principal of the Hoffman Estates- 
based Hoffman Rosner Corp., says a 
builder's large inside office staff must be 


paid while the strike continues. Noting 
that the "guts of Chicago area construc- 
tion is shut down," Hoffman said other 
work in other counties will be affected as 
the strike continues. 


While work on the Lakeside Villas Town- 


homes in Wheeling has come to stand- 
still, the sales, supervisory and other 
Zale Construction Co. staff 
members 


must be paid This chalks up a high over- 
head cost while production is halted, said 
Ed Zale, principal. 


He notes that approximately 50 per 


cent of the work on a residential con- 
struction is accounted for by carpenters 
union personnel. This includes aluminum 
applicators, carpet installers, carpenters, 
roofers, drywall installers, insulators and 
soft-tile installers.

Illinois is among the last dozen stales 


in the U.S to begin preparation of a solid 
waste management plan, a "plan which 
one federal official said is due "within 
the next few months." 


Of the six states in a Midwest region, 


Illinois was the last to apply for a federal 
grant for state planning. Ohio and Min- 
nesota have published theirs, Michigan's 
is nearly ready and Wisconsin began its 
plan last year. Indiana, which received a 
grant early, is starting work now after 
overcoming staff and contract limits. 


But Illinois only applied for its grant in 


September. It was approved and re- 
ceived in March, and next week state of- 
ficials hope to contract with a consulting 
firm to do the leg work. 


While the parts of the plan setting new 


controls over sanitary landfills are pre- 
pared, hearings on proposed laws will 
not be held until late this summer or ear- 
ly this fall. They cannot be adopted until 
after the hearings. 


DAVID GRAY, an engineer with the 


Illinois EPA, cites the newness of his de- 
partment and previous short staffing for 
this state's lag. The agency was created 
only in July 1970. During the agency's 
first year, said Gray, its personnel con- 
centrated on "cleaning up the hundreds 
of illegal dumps in the state." 


Whple he adds the state "made very 


significant progress in that and is one of 
the leading states in the country working 
in this field," he reports only about 140 of 
the estimated 800 landfills or dumps in 
the stale hold EPA permits. For the 
most part, the rest are registered with 
the Public Health Department. 


Also during the first year, the entire 


agency had only up to five persons on its 
staff, with just one assigned to issuing 


permits, said Gray. Now the staff in- 
cludes 10 persons, three of whom process 
permits. In addition, there are 20 field 
persons inspecting landfills throughout 
the state, three assigned the region 
which covers Cook, MbHenry, Lake, 
Kane, DuPage, Kendall, Will, Kankakee 
and Grundee counties. It is the smallest 
geographic region in the stale inspection 
force, but has the largest population. 


NOW, WITH THE landfill enforcement 


program having shown 
"considerable 


success," according to Gray's eval- 
uation, the stale is "turning its attention 
more to long-range goals," he said. 


Gray expects an interim report on the 


stale plan will be available "in the next 
couple of months." The final plan will 
require an additional six months to a 
year. He anticipates it will emphasize 
recycling, and will be an attempt to 
coordinate local and regional planning. 


"The philosophy of this division, which 


we think will be expressed in the plan, is 
that landfills are a temporary solution, 
that we are ordered by the (U.S.) Envi- 
ronmental Protection Act to encourage 
reuse of solid waste, and that recycling 
will be emphasized in'future plans. We 
hope to encourage recycling, and hope 
thai landfills are a temporary solution 
which will only be around for a few 
years," said Gray. 


Cooperating with the EPA on the plan 


is the Institute for Environmental Quali- 
ty (IEQ), also a state agency and 
created at the same time as EPA. 


LARRY HARDIN, deputy director of 


IEQ, explains detailed disposal and man- 
agement plans are to be developed at the 
local level, but the state plan will point 
to regional solutions, and these will be 
received most favorably by the state. He 
also talks of the future, when "at some 
point in time we're going to have to start 


hauling it (garbage) out, by trainloads, 
bargeloads or something else." 


Regional solutions will bring "political 


problems, political prejudices," predicts 
Hardin. Economics and management dif- 
ficulties can best be solved by regional 
efforts, he said. But there will be citizen 
resistance to forming more local govern- 
mental units anywhere in the state, and 


residents outside the metropolis 
will 


show "no one wants Chicago's garbage." 
Hardin said Illinois has 6,000 units of lo- 
cal government, "more than in any other 
state." 


Coupled with these problems, said Har- 


din, local officials will not want to 
"relinquish control over their own oper- 
ations."

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U.S. Justice System 'Chaotic': Report 


The Committee for Economic Devel- 


opment has charged that the American 
system of justice is rooted in organiza- 
tional and administrative chaos and 
called for a complete overhaul of the sys- 
tem. 


In an 83-page policy statement, the 


panel of national business leaders urged 
the establishment of an independent fed- 
eral authority to Insure justice and 
coordinate a nationwide fight against 
crime by providing generous financial 
support for properly reorganized state 
and local systems. 


The committee said "crime not only 


costs the business community an esti- 
mated $16 billion a year and boosts 
prices paid by the consumer, but it un- 
dermines the very basis of American 
society 


"Crime creates fear and destroys the 


mutual trust and confidence which are 
the foundation of a healthy nation," it 
said 


PHILIP M KLUTZMK, chairman of 


the research and policy committee, said, 
"the committee feels the ineffectiveness 
of the present structure is rooted in the 
organisational and administrative chaos 
that characterizes the nation's uncoordi- 
nated system of criminal justice." 


The report chaiged the states have 


"blotched" their constitutional responsi- 
bility for crime preventnn and control 
by turning the responsibility for enforce- 
ment over to a "welter of overlapping 
counties, municipalities, townships and 
special districts " 


Despite the need for reform, the state- 


ment said, the states have neither 
straightened out their tangled ineffective 
patterns of local government nor as- 
sumed direct responsibility for law en- 
forcement, which is now handled by 
more than 32,000 separate police forces. 


To encourage needed reforms at the 


state level a new federal authority would 
be authorized to contribute half of all 
'tate and local costs for police, prose- 
cution, judicial and correctional agencies 
meeting prescribed standards 


THIS PROPOSAL, the committee said, 


would cost the fedeial government about 
15 billion a >ear, but much of the cost 
would be oftset by lower state and local 
expenditures 


The independent federal agency would 


operate under a board appointed by the 
p r e s i d e n t , subject to Senate con- 
firmation, with its chairman as chief ex- 


ecutive officei 


The committee criticized the long de- 


lays in the court system and called foi 
the adoption of modern management

Stamps To Feature Plains Indians

Two 8-ccnt stamps featuring the arti- 


facts and the way of life of Canada's 
Plains Indians will be issued July 6 by 
the Canada Post Office.

Paint and varnish protect wood sur- 


faces from the weather. And wood that is 
in constant proximity to moisture — 
fence posts, wooden outdoor furniture, 
door sflls, outdoor steps — need more 
protection than either paint or varnish. 


Continued presence of moisture allows 


fungus to thrive, resulting in rot. 


Any piece of wood that touches the 


ground or is in such a position that mois- 
ture will collect on it easily should be 
treated with a wood preservative. 


Wood preservatives are varied and the 


well-known creosote, with its pungent 
odor and association with railroad ties, is 
not the only one and certainly not the 
best. 


Creosote's chief virtue is its cheapness, 


which makes it good for fence posts 
where its flaws will not affect anything. 
Creosote bleeds through paint, so that it 
is not useful on surfaces that must be 
finished. It is very dark and it has an 
unpleasant smell that seems to last for- 
ever. 


SHOP AROUND and you can find pre- 


servatives that do not bleed and which 
are a little more pleasant to use. While 
there are many trade names, a look at 
the ingredients will indicate the presence 
of such chemicals as pentachloraphenol, 
zinc naphthenate and copper naphthe- 
nate. 


The first named is most common. 


These penta preservatives generally 
come in an oil base and the better ones 
will be clear. 


Check instructions for painting, Chan- 


ces are you will have to seal the pre- 
servative with shellac 
or aluminum 


paint. 


Zinc napthenate is generally clear and 


is used for sealing wood surfaces and for 
using on wood that will be varnished. 


COPPER naphthenate is green in color 


and if the color bothers you it will have 
to be painted over. But it will need seal- 
ing first. 


Whatever preservative you choose, re- 


member that protection comes from hav- 
ing the material soak into the wood as 
much as possible. Brushing on is not as 
good as dipping. 


Creosote will cause skin burns. Other 


preservatives, white not so caustic, will 
also irritate the skin of many people. Use 
with caution. Wear gloves. 


Don't spray 
without a mask and 


glasses. Wash with plenty of soap and 
water if you come in contact.

Model Plane Fans 
Use Site As Field 


On most weekend mornings and, oc- 


casionally, during the week, there is the 
steady drone of airplanes taking off from 
and landing on a hill in the middle of the 
Poplar Creek Forest Preserve. 


If they have their car windows down, 


travelers along Bartlett Road between 
Bode and Old Shot-factory roads may no 
surprised to suddenly hear the quick roar 
of the engines. 


As they gazo skyward, they will see 


the planes soaring into the sky. If they 
are lucky, one of the machines will do a 
couple of loops or, perhaps, carve the 
figure eight into the horizon. 


NO. THERE ISN'T an airport in the 


4.fl04-aere preserve. The miniature air- 
planes are radio-monitored and are pi- 
loted by model airplane enthusiasts sta- 
tioned on the ground. 


The site, four acres, is provided frec- 


of-charge to local model airplane en- 
thusiasts by the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict. Some principal users are members 
of the Northwest Radio Control Club. 


The site is ideal, explained John Car- 


sello, President of the <IO-member club. 
Membership in the club comes from 
throughout the Northwest Suburbs: Vil- 
lages such as Schaumburg, Mount Pros- 
pect. Arlington Heights, and Palatine. 


Carsello is especially appreciative of 


the site because it is a relatively flat 
area and is remote from residential 
areas. "These planes are noisy," the 
Palatine resident said. 


The site is public, Carsello empha- 


sized, and anv enthusiast, whether a 


member of the Northwest club or not, 
can use it. 


THE MEMBERSHIP of the club, how- 


ever, does indicate the diversity of the 
people who get hooked on model air- 
planes. Carsello is a sales manager for 
an electronics firm while another mem- 
ber is in the wholesale furniture busi- 
ness. Other members work in construc- 
tion, are teachers, or are self-employed 
professional people. 


One of the most active members, how- 


ever, runs true to form. He is Hal 
Humphry of Schaumburg, a United Air 
Lines co-pilot. He possesses 17 miniature 
planes, some of which are scale models 
of World War II fighter planes he made 
from scratch. 


Humphrey has some advice for the be- 


ginning enthusiast. First, he says, be 
prepared to spend a minimum of $400 for 
a unit. This includes the ground radio 
monitoring equipment, an engine and, of 
course, the body of the plane. 


HUMPHREY SAID anybody interested 


is invited to visit the forest preserve site 
and talk to the more experienced flyers. 
Club members regularly fly on Saturday 
and Sunday mornings. 


The Northwest Club is a member of the 


Academy of Model Aeronautics, the na- 
tional model airplane umbrella organiza- 
tion, and welcomes membership from 
any resident of the Northwest suburbs, 
Carsello said. 


The club meets the first Wednesday of 


the month at an Arlington Heights Park 
Board facility at 333 W. Maude St., Ar- 
lincton Heights.

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Today On TV 


DuBrow On TV 
Nixon Has Mastered Television Use 
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HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — In this election 


year, PrsidenL Nixon's potent use of tale- 
vision is a major political factor. 


Some may argue that, even aside from 


the prestige of his office, he is the man 
to beat when it comes to advantageous 
employment of the home medium. 


Yet little more than a decade ago it 


might have required a crystal ball to be- 
lieve that television would someday be 
an important ally to Richard M. Nixon. 


He had been defeated in the 1960 presi- 


dential election by John F. Kennedy, and 
many still believe their video debates 
helped beat him. 


On debating points alone, Nixon fared 


well. But his television command and ap- 
pearance were not what they are today, 
and against a glamorous figure like Ken- 
nedy these drawbacks may well have 
hurt. 


Nixon's 
political 
comeback 
showed 


televiewers two things about him, among 
others his stick-to-itiveness and his new 
grasp of video. 


These two assets were to become the 


cornerstones of the low-keyed but effec- 
tive television "offense" developed by 
Nixon with the shrewd guidance of his 
media advisors. 


MUCH HAS BEEN written about Nix- 


on's video campaigning in 1968, when he 
was 
elected President. Interestingly, 


though, most of his political foes did not 
persist in criticism of his television de- 
vices. 


That was four years ago, and since 


then the President has continued to hone 
his video technique into a sharper work- 


ing tool as well as a political and psy- 
chological weapon. 


Curiously, Vice President Agnew is 


probably more of a television natural 
than Nixon. On programs like David 
Frost's, Agnew revealed the kind of com- 
fort before the cameras that evaded Nix- 
on for years. 


Nixon, by contrast, registers on screen 


as the perservering plugger, the man 
who took years but finally learned all the 
ropes. And to his admirers, the plugger 
image may well seem part of the old- 
fashioned American way. 


In any event, in their separate ap- 


proaches and impact, Nixon and Agnew 
have probably used television more pro- 
vocatively as a team than any other 
president-vice president combination. 


The Nixon family, meanwhile, has car- 


ried off television broadcasts designed to 
have a positive effect on viewers The 
President's wife Pat, for example, was 
the subject of an hour network docu- 
mentary. His daughter Tricia was host- 
ess of a charming White House tour for 
video. 


AND THE President himself was the 


focus of an hour documentary 
that 


showed him going through the activities 
of a supposedly typical working day, and 
depicted him flatteringly as an adminis- 
trator and family man. 


Nixon, of course, reached his television 


peak with his trips this year to China and 
Russia, both events getting heavy net- 
work exposure. 


In an election year, televiewers saw 


him in these major diplomatic con- 
frontations while his political foes back 
home fought for nominations. 


In May, for instance, on the same day 


as video's first so-called "debate" be- 
tween Sens. George S. McGovern and 
Hubert II. Humphrey, vying for the 
Democratic presidential nomination, Nix- 
on was seen via satellite from Moscow as 


he addressed the Russian people on tele- 
vision. 


The Humphrey - McGovern session 


was a good news story, but il had to take 
second place to Nixon's speech. 


That is the television dilemma of Nix- 


on's opponents in election year 1972: how 
to achieve home screen 
one-upmanship 


over the man in the White House.

Another River 


Is Threatened 


I May Not Know What's Right - But I Know What I Like! 


Still another of Illinois' precious 


few remaining free-flowing rivers 
is under attack by special inter- 
ests. 


This time the endangered water- 


way is the Middle Fork of the Ver- 
milion River in east-central Illi- 
nois The threat to what has been 
described as "the best canoeing 
river in the state" exists in the un- 
likely form of a $6.2 million appro- 
priations bill for the Water Re- 
sources Division of the Department 
of Transportation. 


The measure, already approved 


by the Senate, recently moved to 
the passage stage in the House af- 
ter an amendment which would cut 
the project's funding failed by a 
lopsided 109 to 18 margin. 


The appropriations bill would 


provide the funds needed to con- 
struct a dam and reservoir-lake, 
which, proponents of the bill say, 
will provide recreational facilities 
sought by the residents of the area. 


It would seem, however, that 


while some recreational facilities 
would be gained, such as boating 
and water skiing, the river would 
be dead for canoeing and river 
fishing. There does not seem to be 
any justifiable reason for tamper- 
ing with the river as it now exists. 


In addition to our reluctance to 


the natural beauty of the river 
being destroyed, we are deeply 
concerned about an apparent con- 
flict of interest in the situation and 
the possible financial benefits to be 
gained by private interests. 


The Wabash Valley Association, 


a group advocating similar water- 
way projects in the Wabash River, 
i eporterlly is buying up land in the 


proposed development area at $100 
an acre. It has been said the asso- 
ciation stands to resell the land 
back to the state for $300 to $400 an 
acre after the land is condemned 
for the project. 


The appropriations bill appears 


to represent little more than a 
combination of the interests of pri- 
vate developers and local lawmak- 
ers who would gain more than 30 
pork-barrel projects if the measure 
eventually is approved. 


We prefer the suggestion of Rep.

Champaign), who opposes the bill 
and called for passage 
of the 


amendment cutting the project's 
funding. Clabaugh noted that even 
with his amendment, the author- 
ization remained for engineering 
studies and land acquisition and 
suggested the state turn the Middle 
Fork into a pilot project in the 
Scenic Rivers program. 


In lieu of that, however, we urge 


the Middle Fork be left as it is, 
preserving its scenic, recreational, 
geological, 
historic and 
wildlife 


qualities. 


If the appropriations bill is ap- 


proved, it will represent further 
perpetuation of the tragic condition 
in this state whereby in matters of 
the environment versus private in- 
terest, it is always the private in- 
terest that comes first. 


The Water Resources Division of 


the Department of Transportation 
— one of th,e agencies which should 
be responsible for safeguarding the 
water resources of this state — im- 
presses us as a wolf in sheep's 
clothing for making this proposal 
and we urge it be defeated.

NEW YORK (UPI) - After years and 


years of operating in traditional ways, 
the national securities markets are re- 
sponding to public and governmental 
pressures by making or considering 
many changes. 


The New York and American Stock 


Exchanges have revamped their boards 
of governors to provide more public rep- 
resentation. Fixed commission rates on 
large stock orders have been eliminated. 
And thwe's pressure to make all trade 
competitive. A single ticker tape showing 
all transactions in all listed stocks seems 
just down the road. 


Even more important to the securities 


field, as well as the small investor, is the 
possible creation of a unified national 
market system 
for trading. William 


McChesney Martin Jr., former chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board, suggested 
Mich a system in the report he made 
about a year ago on possible changes hi 
the securities market. 


AND IT IS more than a gleam in one 


man's eye. A recent announcement by 
Paul Kolton, president of the American 
Stock Exchange, indicates the backbone 
of such a system has been created. 


Working 
with a $10 million com- 


mitment, the exchange has come up with 
AMCODE — The Amex's Computerized 
Order Display and Execution System. 
It's an automated trading system de- 
signed 
to compaterize the non-judg- 


mental functions of the auction market. 


Ultimately. 
AMCODE 
will 
receive, 


store, display and help execute all round- 
lot and odd-lot orders, effect the "locked- 
in" trade and report executions to mem- 
ber brokerage houses, the ticker and the 
clearing system. Given AMCODE's de- 
sign, it would be relatively easy to link 


computer 
components on other 
ex- 


changes across the country. Kilton thinks 
it could be operational and embrace all 
exchanges within 18 to 20 months. 


HOW WOULD IT help the little in- 


vestor? Proponents of AMCODE have 
many interesting answers Among them1 


—Investors should get better buy and 


sell prices since the system would lead to 
a tighter market. Stock specialists in dif- 
ferent exchanges would enter quotes on 
dually listed issues into the system for 
all to see. 


—Investors' orders no matter where 


entered into the system, would be com- 
puter routed to the market offering the 
best price. 


—Public orders would be protected 


through the system since an execution 
could not take place below an existing 
bid or above an existing offer. 


—A composite tape showing trades on 


all exchanges in all listed securities 
would be produced. 


—All listed securities in all markets 


would be available to all qualified bro- 
ker-dealers. 


—Comprehensive stock watch and sur- 


veillance programs to monitor trading in 
all markets would be possible. 


—Equality of regulation and responsi- 


bility to the markets would be possible 
for all components. 


Of course, nothing can happen along 


these lines until the exchanges agree to a 
plan. But Kolton says AMCODE would 
have the capacity to handle trading vol- 
ume of up to 100 million shares daily, to 
store 10 million open orders and to pro- 
cess 750,000 messages daily. McChesney 
Martin, who proposed a national market 
system, 
has called AMCODE "inge- 


nious." So it's bound to get a hard look 
in this period of transition on the ex- 
changes. 


Outlook Is Optimistic 
For 1972: Harris Survey 


Financial institution executives foresee 


an optimistic picture over the next six 
months for business and corporate prof- 
its, consumer conditions and Phase II ef- 
fects. They have mixed reactions about 
whether additional government controls 
would benefit the economy. 


These are the conclusions of a survey 


by Harris Trust and Savings Bank, Chi- 
cago. 


An increase in business activity to at 


least year end is seen by 84 per cent of 
the money men. who agree 
that 
the 


United States is undergoing a broad- 
based economic recovery. More than 
three-fourths of those surveyed predict 
that a higher prime rate and higher 
short-term interest rates are on tap for 
the near future. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IS expected to de- 


crease in the opinion of -15 per cent who 
were polled, while 17 per cent see an up- 
swing in the out-of-work force. 


The interviewees split almost evenly 


on whether or not the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average would be higher or the 
same on Dec. 31 as it was at mid-year — 
44 per cent say it will increase, 46 per 
cent say it will be the same Six per cent 
foretell a decrease, and the remaining 4 
per cent have no opinion. 


Inflation, the bugaboo of Phase II, will 


continue at its present pace to the end of 
the year, according to 71 per cent of the

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financial intermediaries. However, 22 per 
cent see the probability of a decreased 
rate of inflation. By contrast, many econ- 
omists expect greater inflation over the 
remainder of the year. 


The consumer outlook for the next six 


months looks good to 89 per cent of the 
financial people polled, with 80 per cent 
expecting 
an 
increase 
in 
consumer 


spending. 


Along with spending more, the con- 


sumer also will save more, according to 
80 per cent of the interviewees. This will 
take place, they feel, because consumer 
spending will be financed through in- 
creased borrowing. 


Sixty-three per cent of those polled pre- 


dict greater demand for new residential 
housing, and 46 per cent look for a mod- 
erate increase in the mortgage rate, 
while 50 per cent see this rate remaining 
stable. 


Top managers of financial organiza- 


tions feel more strongly than do corpo- 
rate executives as a whole that Phase II 
is effectively controlling wages, prices, 
and inflation. 


ACCORDING TO the survey, Phase II 


is considered as an effective control on 
wages by 73 per cent of the respondents, 
on prices by 75 per cent, and on inflation 
by 68 per cent. This is in sharp contrast 
to a recent McGraw-Hill study of top-lev- 
el businessmen. In it, the favorable re- 
sponse rate on Phase II as a control on 
wages was 30 per cent, on prices was 29 
per cent, and on inflation was 46 per 
cent. 


In the area of government controls, the 


survey shows that 57 per cent of finan- 
cial intermediaries favor wage and price 
controls, while 40 per cent oppose them. 
Seventy-five per cent are against any 
control on the prime rate, 73 per cent 
oppose control of profits, and 57 per cent 
express opposition to rent control. 


Most of those favoring any types of 


controls say they should be enforced only 
for the next six to 12 months.

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The Volunteer Bureau 
Trace The 
Development 


Of Bureau 


by Lawrence E, Lamb, 


Why hnve n x'olunteer bureau such as 


the Volunteer Service Bureau, Northwest. 
Cook County? What does it do for you 
and your community that could not be 
clone without such an organization? 


The steering committee which put to- 


gether the original concept of a volun- 
teer bureau back in 1969 had several bas- 
ic premises which are still evident in the 
policy of the board of the bureau. One is 
that there was a need for a central clear- 
inghouse where people, as individuals or 
as groups, could find out qhere all volun- 
teers were serving, what they were 
doing, and thereby ascertain where they 
could find their niche in the human re- 
quirement which says "I need to be 
needed.'' 


tn the process of providing this service 


the bureau compiled information on 
agencies in the area and accepted them 
as agencies to which they would send 
volunteers in accordance with the guide- 
lines of non-profit, educational, welfare, 
cultural, etc. 


THE GUIDELINES are available in 


the office for the general public to read. 
The guidelines were compiled by the 
board of the bureau with background 
study on what is working with other vol- 
unteer bureaus across the country (and 
internationally) some of which have been 
in operation for 20 years or more. 


Also in the process of providing the 


clearinghouse service (or citizens in the 
area, information was gathered on what 
motivates a volunteer. After all, when an 
individual gives of his time and talent 
without monetary reward there is first of 
all a recognition that he must be doing it 
for some reason. 


There is a reward or he wouldn't 


search out the commitmeht, train for It, 
and respond to it with the loyalty which 
on occasion even surpasses that of a paid 
employe. 


This information is continually being 


fed out of the central office in training 
programs for volunteer coordinators, in 
consultations with agencies desiring to 
improve their volunteer programs, and 
in interviews with people looking for a 
volunteer assignment to suit their own 
needs and abilities as well as people sim- 
ply asking the question, "what is this all 
about?" 


This weekly column is another ex- 


ample of the bureau dispensing this in- 
formation about volunteering, The bu- 
reau also has written a pamphlet en- 
titled, "Be a People to People," which is 
going into its second printing, and avail- 
able at cost to the public. 


At the national level and at the state 


level, there are other attempts to provide 
the same sort of service that your volun- 
teer bureau provides. In the area of 
serving agencies there are many new 
programs to train agencies on how to use 
volunteers successfully. 


THE WORKSHOP on "Readingness for 


Volunteers" provided in Springfield at 
the Governor's conference on Voluntary 
Action was for the benefit of agencies. 
Dr. Eva-Schindler-Rainman, behavioral 
psychologist from California and Nation- 
al Training Laboratories, spearheaded a 
search into who is the voluneer and why 
is he volunteering. 


The national scene covers the National 


Center for Voluntary Action located in 
Washington, D. C., which works with the 
Association of Volunteer Bureaus in pre- 
senting the national workshop held in 
Chicago over Memorial Day weekend. 


The former president of the Associ- 


ation of Volunteer Bureaus is now the 
president of the National Conference of 
Social Workers, which indicates the im- 
portance the Social Workers community 
places on the volunteer movement. 


Also at the national scene out of the 


National Center for Voluntary Action 
'NCVA) is a national advertising cam- 
paign starting July 29 through radio, 
television, newsprint, etc. to encourage 
people to be volunteers. The theme be- 
hind this campaign is that It isn't your 
money that is needed most — it's you. 


The campaign thrust is people inter- 


acting with people, not people stuffing 
envelopes. Agencies throughout the na- 
tion are revamping their volunteer pro- 
grams to include this new approach ffor 
some of them it is new) to what a volun- 
teer can do. 


The Volunteer Service Bureau, North- 


west Cook County, is right in the middle 
of this re-evaluating process of "what is 
volunteering" and "what is a volunteer 
bureau" as it enters its fourth year. The 
long-range planning committee prepares 
a report on what to expect in the future 
and what are the choices. 


The Arlington Heights Clergy Fellow- 


ship Social Action Committee named 
AHEAD has given birth to a concept of a 
volunteer bureau for this Northwest sub- 
urban area, the baby has learned to 
creep, he is commencing to crawl, and 
the day is rapidly approaching when he 
shall stand tall. 


Those volunteers who have served on 


the bureau as board members through- 
out these four years are to be heartily 
commended. Somehow they never found 
it necessary to count their hours of time 
given, and how could you possibly mea- 
sure the talent given? 


Dear Dr. Lamb — The first time I 


wrote you I didn't tell you what was real- 
ly bothering me, but I will this time. I 
had a blood sugar test in the 'hospital and 
it went down to 40 so I have low blood 
sugar and I nearly passed out. 


How low can it go? My temperature is 


always a point lower than normal, about 
97 degrees and I have a headache most 
of the time. Is this part of low blood sug- 
ar? One doctor put me on a sugar free 
diet and the next said no special diet, 
just suck on hard candy when I feel 
tired. The protein diet makes my prob- 
lem worse and the candy increases my 
energy and then I get the headaches. I 
have had this problem for several years. 
I have thought of suicide when I get very 
depressed but luckily someone has al- 
ways been around me. All I want is some 
answers and I don't seem to be able to 
get them. I read all of your columns so I 
won't miss it. 


Deaf Reader— I know how distressed 


you must be, A short time ago I wrote 
five columns on the problem of low blood 
sugar which should cover most of the 
points you have raised. If you have 
missed them perhaps you can go to your 
local newspaper office where they have a 
file on their previous newspapers and 
look them up. 


The best approach is not a strict pro- 


tein diet nor using candy. I am not sur- 
prised that you have had trouble with 
both of these approaches. What you need 
is a good sensible diet. Eliminate concen- 


trated sweets like sugar in coffee, syrup 
on hot cakes, and try to eat a diet based 
more on lean meats, lean poultry, and an 
adequate amount of vegetables and fruit. 
In brief, avoid the sugars and starches 
and be sure that you get sufficient pro- 
tein and vegetables with roughage. This 
wiH go a long way toward helping your 
problem. Avoid sweet liquids. These pass 
directly through the stomach and are ab- 
sorbed 'almost at once into the blood 
stream. This causes the blood sugar to 
go up sharply, then rebound to low lev- 
els. 


There is a wide variation how low the 


blood sugar can be without causing 
trouble, but 40 is in the range to cause 
symptoms. 


There are people who normally have a 


slightly lower temperature and I wouldn't 
worry about it. As a general rule ani- 
mals with lower temperatures live longer 
than those with Wgher temperatures so 
you may actually live longer because of 
it. 


There are some people who have rea- 


sons other than their diet for having low 
blood sugar. These include such things as 
an abnormal function of the pancreas 
and some of the endocrine glands, but I 
assume from your statement that you 
have 
jhad an examination that these 


problems have been eliminated.

Traditional Style Clocks 


Enjoying A Rennaissance 


l>y FKAN HECKART 


There's a timely renaissance in prog- 


ress. It's the revival of grandfather, 
grandmother and mantel clocks styled 
for modern homes, 


Area clock dealers agree that the three 


traditional clocks are big sellers. The in- 
creasing demand is an indication that 
they may be elevated to national status 
symbols in home decor. 


A thousand-dollar grandfather clock 


would certainly be a status symbol that 
could hold its own against a painting or 
piece of sculpture. 


The elegant but simple styling of the 


original grandfather clocks has been cap- 
tured in modern reproductons. Cherry, 
mahogany, walnut, rosewood, ash and 
other popular woods are used in the cabi- 
nets. Styles include Mediterranean, Colo- 
nial, French and English Regency. 


THE MAJORITY are equipped with 


Westminster chimes; however, some of 
the more elaborate models come with 
triple chimes. They play the three best- 
known cathedral chimes in England: the 
Westminster, the Whittington and Win- 
chester chimes. A selection lever is pro- 
vided to change the chimes. 


The grandmother clocks, which are 


smaller scale grandfathers, are gener- 
ally less expensive than their "fathers." 
Wood, workmanship, movement and tub- 
lar construction all add to the price. 
Some imported grandfather models retail 
up to $3400; however, average prices 
range from $500 to $1800. 


Antique grandfathers are also in de- 


mand. The clock's value decreases if 
time has left it non-functional. Replace- 
ment parts are often difficult to find or 
simply no longer exist and many dealers 
do not service them at all. Thus, the de- 
sire for authenticity is often dampened 
by the disadvantages. 


FOR MANY, the service warranty and 


set-up service that come with buying a

modern clock with the same styling as 
the antique are the answer. 


Perhaps because of its continuing ser- 


vice, the grandfather clock symbolizes a 
sense of heritage rather than a passing 
or changing taste. 


The memory of a striking clock in a 


home frequented in childhood is evoked 
at the sight and sound of one in the pre- 
sent. A grandfather clock is also a 
pledge to posterity. It will be handed 
down from generation to generation. The 
timelessness of the graceful, often ma- 
jestic timepiece assures it a place of hon- 
or in the home. Ageless, it acquires the 
patina of passing years. 


The Howard Miller Clock Co. provides a 


brass-finished registration plate on its 
Barwick grandfather clock. The owner's 
name and date of purchase are engraved 
on this plate, a feature that grows more 
meaningful as time passes. 


EMPEROR CLOCK Co. not only sells 


assembled, 
unfinished 
cases without 


movements, and completely finished 
clocks with movements, but also "do-it- 
yourself" kits for building your own 
grandfather clock. Emperor Clock, in ad- 
dition, offers detailed blueprint plans of 
each model at a nominal cost. 


For the home that lacks space for the 


tall case clock, there is the traditional 
mantel clock. In many models, 
the 


chimes, movements and characteristics 
of the large cabinet counterparts are in- 
cluded. 


The Howard Miller Co. has designed an 


adaptation of the Eli Terry shelf clock 
for its Barwick line. Eli Terry was one of 
the leading clockmakers in America in 
the 18th century. He became particularly 
noted for his shelf clock, first made in 
1814 and designed with the delicate pro- 
portions popularized by the furniture 
craftsman Sheraton. 


THE CLOCK CASE consisted of an ar- 


chitectural composition with pediment 
and base, slender columns at the side 
and a simple molding and scroll pedi-

The Babylonian*, are credited with Ihe 


Invention of (he first cluck, the .sundial, 
in the second millennium B C after ob- 
serving that shadow length and direction

The sundial was one of the simplest 


instruments ever devised, consisting of a 
stifk stuck vertically in the ground. As 
the sun advanced, the stake's shadow 
told the time. 


Although the sunflial was useful, it harl 


obvious disadvantages 
It worked only 


when the sun was shining, but in the 
rlark or on cloudy days, the hour:; van-

The Kgyptians led the way in making 


man independent of the sun by inventing 
the water-clock. 


IN tTS .SfMPMvST form, it consisted 


of a pot with a hole in the bottom. As it 
always took the same time to empty tlie 
vcvjcl, people could easily tell the hour 


of the day and night by merely watching 
the water's level in the bowl. 


In time, as use of the clock spread all 


over 
the Mediterranean 
world, 
man 


learned to improve its design. A floater 
was put on the water, now gathered in a 
vessel beneath, and linked to a gear 
which moved a pointer that turned in a 
circle. Behind this "hand" was placed a 
dial marked off all around and at regu- 
lar intervals with the numbers from 1 to 
12 


Thus, the face of the modern clock 


made its debut. 


Water-clocks, too, suffered from an ob- 


vious disadvantage; free/ing weather 
made time stand still. 


IN 2.10 B.C. the hour glass was in- 


vented to replace the water-clock. This 
replaced water by pure, dry sand. The 
quantity passing through a narrow neck 
between the two bulbs determined the 
time. The sand-clock was retained for 
thousands of years and aided man in di- 
verse ways. It timed tournaments in the 
Middle Ages, airled congregations in re- 
stricting the lime of their parson's .ser- 
mon and the three-minute adaptation 


ment at the top, all of which characterize 
the Barwick adaptation. 


The shelf clock is also equipped with 


triple chimes. 


Although Eli Terry produced the first 


clocks in large quantities m America, 
man had been trying to measure time 
thousands of years before him. 


From ancient man's efforts came the 


sundial, waterclock, hour-glass and burn- 
ing candle technique. Five thousand 
years of trial and error led to the in- 
vention of the mechanical clock. 


Much has been written about the evolu- 


tion of mechanical clocks in Europe but 
little is known of American clockmaking 
during the early days of the Colonies. A 
few English-trained clockmakers came 
to America during the period of 1620- 
1700. It is known that Boston had a tower 
clock in 1650 but nothing is known of its 
clocks. 


IT WASN'T until the 18th century that 


clockmaking became well established in 
Boston, Newport, New York and Phila- 
delphia. 


A long way from the Atlantic seaboard, 


the Chicago Clock Co., which recently 
opened a branch store at 1615 Rand 
Road, Palatine, features over 800 clocks 
on display. 


Offerings include a large selection of 


grandmother and grandfather clocks, 
cuckoo clocks, chiming wall and mantel 
clocks, decorator wall clocks, alarms, 
400-day anniversary clocks, digital clocks 
and even merry little music boxes. 


According to Lou Matthiesen Jr., the 


grandmother clocks are becoming more 
popular than the grandfathers. Mantel 
clocks, barometer clocks and digital 
clocks are also popular with customers. 


AN OLD FAMILY business, Chicago 


Clock was founded in 1917 when Conrad 
Utecht became known for his excellent 
clock repair techniques which he learned 
in Germany. Later he was joined by his 
son-in-law, Ludwig Matthiesen, who spe-

in repairing antique

the hand, it employed weights. The in- 
vention of the pendulum, the escapement 
and the spring completed the devel- 
opment of the clock which had extended 
over almost 5,000 years,

Nixon Doctor Hopeful But Wary On Acupuncture

NKW YORK '(/PI) - None other than 


President Nixon's personal i^siciun has 
issued a travel-with-care, waning to Ins 
colleagues about use of the highly publi- 
cized acupuncture method of treating as- 
sorted man's ailments. 


Says Dr. W. Kenneth Riland, who went 


to China with the President in February: 
"The 
therapeutic 
aspects 
of 
acu- 


puncture are being universally talked 
about as u result of other medical visits 
to China. 


"And this is what terrified mo; I'm 


afraid that many doctors will attempt to 
us« acupuncture for a therapeutic effect 
with limited or practically no knowledge 


and a lot of damage will be done." 


Kilawl, who Ls the osleopathic physi- 


cian to the President, discusses his ob- 
servations of Chinese medical practice 
including acupuncture (needle therapy 
and anesthesia) arid herbal treatments in 
the current "The D.O.", a publication of 
the American Osteopathic Association. 


"SOMK SORT OK controls on the prac- 


tice of acupuncture must be set up quick- 
ly," he told the publication's Barbara 
Peterson 


"It may bo that only the Chinese arc 


really competent to teach it; after all, 
it's a technique that they have been us- 
ing for 4,000 years. 


"... I am convinced that acupuncture 


is going to he one of the greatest contri- 


butions that any group of people has 
made to the future of alt medicine — if it 
is handled correctly by the people of the 
Western world. 


"I can see a possibility fiat if we do 


handle it well here, we mi-jht hopefully 
anticipate that the Chinese government 
may make it possible for Western people 
to go to China and study I'.ie subject." 


Ililand's observations on the needle 


method of medical practice were made 
before reports of its use in at least two 
New York hospitals in recent weeks. 


DOWNSTATE MEDICAL Center a unit 


of State University of New York, an- 
nounced thai two of its physicians had 
used acupuncture anesthesia May 15 to 
do a biopsy of a papilloma (benign tu- 


mor) of the left tonsil of a 2:)-year-old 


Downslule medical student. 


The patient reported he "felt nothing" 


when the tonsil tissue was removed. Five 
hours later there si ill was no pain at the 
site. 


It, was disclosed recently also that acu- 


puncture had been used during a skin 
graft operation on a 65-year-old man at 
the Albert Einstein College of Medicine. 


Dr. Riland was not available for com- 


ment on these two pioneering operations. 
He accompanied President Nixon to Mos- 
cow, his office said, but left the presiden- 
tial party later for a vacation in western 
Europe. 


DH. KILAND certainly is correct about 


t h e 
wide 
interest 
in acupuncture. 


Recently I wrote of my interview with 
Dr. Helen Cheung, an acupuncturist who 
grew up near Peking and was in the 
United States for lectures and private 
consultations. 


Since, I've been deluged with calls and 


letters from across the country, spelling 
out ailments from cataracts to bursilis to 
calcium deposits the writers and callers 
hoped could be cured by the method. 
Certainly this layman can't give advice. 
But Dr. Geimg's address is 55 Chatham 
Road, 3-F, Kowloon, Hong Kong. 


Dr. Eiland said he and Dr. Walter R. 


Tkach, the White House physician, had 
been invited while in China to visit 


Friendship Hospital in Peking. 


He told of there watching three sur- 


geries with acupuncture anesthesia — a 
thyroid cyst, a senile cataract and an 
ovarian cyst. Later, he said, "In came 
the three patients walking by themselves. 
I had pictures taken with each . . . then 
we all had tea." 


THE PHYSICIAN said he felt unable 


to "make a proper evaulation of my pro- 
fessional feelings. I know it works; I saw 
it work. . . " 


Hopeful that Chinese and Western phy- 


sicians soon will be able to exchange 
knowledge and techniques, Dr. Riland 
feels that "medical contacts will contrib- 
ute to good world relationships in time to 
come."

a garden spade, or, in a pin^, a burlap 
bag. For small loads, try a child's wag- 
on On soft ground pull, don't push, a 
wheelbarrow. 


Lots of gardeners have found torn liga- 


ments in back or legs simply because 
they stepped backward into a hole or 
depression they forgot was there. Others 
trip and fall or get rope burns from 
strings that were left after rows were 
marked. Remember to remove row 
string markers after seeds are sown or 
tie rag streamers to the strings, so they 
are more visible. 


Pick up after yourself. A pitchfork or 


spade left lying on the ground can give 
you a savage rap in the head when you 
step on the opposite end Keep tools in 
carts, grocery boxes or wheelbarrow. 


FINALLY, SEE THAT power tools, if 


electric, have grounded cords. Check for 
the three-prongs to make sure. If using 
extension cords, be sure they are de- 
signed for outdoor use. 


Avoid thongs, chunky heels or support- 


less shoes. Rugged, durable footwear 
protects against injury and sore feet. 


Even if you've got the legs for shorts 


or hot pants, save them for sunning or 
vamping your neighbor's husband, and 
cover up to protect against cuts, scrapes 
and bruises, especially when using power 
equipment or doing heavy work like tree 
pruning or garden spading.

Finals Site At Arlington High School In 1973 
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Area To Host State Tennis Tournament 


THE ILLINOIS HIGH School Associ- 


ation (IHSA), demonstrating so,me very 
progressive thinking, tins decided to 
move the state tennis tournament to the 
Herald area in 1873. 


It was announced In Champaign that 


Arlington High School would be the site 
of the annual championship. And so ten- 
nis, always dominated by the suburban 
schools, will join gymnastics and swim- 
ming as a Chicagolnml area showpiece. 


"When the finals have been rained 


out, they're moved to different 
loca- 


tions." says Arlington head coach Tom 
Pitchforri. who hosted the doubles cham- 
pionship last month for just that reason. 
"But as I understand, this Ls the first 
time it has ever been moved totally from 
Champaign." 


Pltchford and mtiny of Ids follow sub- 


urban coaches have been seeking such a 
transfer for years, but their campaign 
wasn't easily attained. 


Four years ago the move was suggested 


by several northern Illinois coaches to 
the state tennis advisory committee, ac- 
cording to Pitchford. The committee dis- 
cussed it and, the following year, it rec- 
ommended that it be moved to Arlington. 


"The board of directors at that time 


voted it down," recalls Pitchford, a 
member of the advisory board. "Primar- 
ily because it was traditional to play 
state tennis, golf and track champion- 
ships at Champaign. Plus the fact that 
there was the prestige of having it at a

big university, supposedly in lhe center 
of the state." 


Pitchford did a little investigating on 


the side and found that 70 to 80 per cent 
of the schools which took players down- 
state were within a 100-mile radius of Ar- 
lington. 


"After it was defeated, I personally let 


the issue drop. I felt I had dom> all that 1 
could havi1." 


In 
1971 the IIISA 
found 
out that 


Champaign also had done all that it 
could for the tournament. 


"Last year the slate office asked the 


university to improve its playing sur- 
faces. 
"They 
(University) said 
they 


didn't have the money ($250,000)." 


So the 32 courts used for championship 


play deteriorated even more for last 
month's title round, 


"This year when we Rot down there 


they wore almost nil in unbelievable con- 
dition," says 
Pitchford. "Some 
had 


cracks that were up to two Indies wide. 
There were a few chain link fence nets 
and there were all different kinds of sur- 
faces. 


"The university did nothing to make it 


a special state tennis tournament. No 
hospitality was shown." 


The terrible courts were the talk of the 


tournament, especially in the coaches' 
meeting wliich some 200 head and assist- 
ant coaches attended. 


"Every coach but one voted to ask the 


state to move it," said Pitchford. "After 
the meeting, they asked me to tell them 
what we had in the way of facilities." 


The advisory committee voted unani- 


mously to move it and the board of direc- 
tors approved it later on. 


When asked what Arlington and the 


district had to offer, Pitchford offered 
nearly a dozen 
off-the-cuff 
improve- 


ments: 


• Every player svdl compete at the 


same time at 64 courts. 


• The first two or throe rounds will be 


played at the same locations. 


• Score-keepers will be on the courts 


for every match. 


• Umpires will probably be used from

CHURCHES: 
Included within the city are 3 Lutheran and one oach Baptist, 
Catholic. Community, and Unitarian Followship houses of worship. 


HISTORY: 
"Progress through Participation," the official slogan of Rolling 
Meadows exemplifies the spirit of this city. Begun as an unincorpo- 
rated subdivision in 1953, the city has developed with a planned 
growth to one of the most attractive suburbs in northwest Chicago. 
Its current population of 19,176 people represents an increase of 
more than 176% in the 12 years since 1960. 


The original area south of Arlington Park Race Track attracted real 
estate developer Kimball Hill who prepared a plan for a complete 
city with areas set aside for commerce, .industry, schools, churches, 
and parks Complete service facilities were included to make Rolling 
Meadows largely self-sufficient 


As the number of residents increased, it became apparent that some 
organized government was required. The result was a home-owners 
association and shortly thereafter, a movement to incorporate as a 
city. The final incorporation was completed February 26. 1955 


In 1960. the original city boundaries were expanded westward to 
include Plum Grove Countryside, a development of single family 
homes, and Plum Grove Village, an area of luxurious condominiums. 
In addition, several other single family and multi-family areas have 
been built within the original city. 


In early 1966, the city boundaries were extended southward beyond 
the Tollway to allow for further commercial and industrial growth. 
During 1968, the city expanded its area to the intersection of Golf 
and Algonquin Roads.

Rolling Meadows is famous for its street and traffic safety programs, 
and is a favorite community for young, growing families. 


MEDICAL: 
There is one medical center in Rolling Meadows, located on Kirchoff 
Road. There are 10 doctors and 4 dentists practicing in the commu- 
nity. Northwest Community Hospital in Arlington Heights and Alex- 
lan Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove Village provide additional 
health care for residents. 
RECREATION: 
The Salt Creek Park District was formed in Rolling'Meadows 
through the efforts of a group of interested citizens participating in 
"Swing-a-Park." Rolling Meadows parks boast a popular Olym- 
pic-scale pool, lighted tennis courts and ball diamonds. There is an. 
indoor ice rink that is in use 24 hours a day during the hockey 
season. The Countryside YMCA being built in Palatine will serve' 
Rolling Meadows as well. 
TRANSPORTATION: 
C&NW trains are located 2 miles north in Arlington Heights. The 
service to the Loop is 47 minutes, 35 minutes on express trains. 
Bus transportation is furnished by the Schaumburg Transportation 
Company and United Motor Coach Lines. A Northwest Tollway 
entrance is just south of town, offering easy direct access to 
Chicago. 
TOWN SHOPPING: 
A series of shopping centers forms the city's central business 
district: Rolling Meadows Plaza, Southland Center and 3 other 
complexes. These are supplemented by Westgate Park and several 
new community type shopping ".enters, as well as its downtown 
facilities Woodfield Mall and Randhurst Shopping Center are lo- 
cated within e? • driving distance. 
ORGANIZATIONS: 
Rolling Meadows has 35 civic groups and special interest clubs 
serving the community and many joint projects in progress with 
neighboring villages. 
GOVERNMENT: 
The City Council is the executive branch of local government enact- 
ing laws and establishing policies for Rolling Meadows' city form of 
government. A mayor heads the City Council, which meets the 2nd 
and 4th Tuesday evening of every month. There are 10 aldermen, 2 
from each of the 5 wards in the city. In addition, professional men 
serve in the position of City Manager, City Attorney, City Engineer. 
Health Officer, Fire Marshal. Police Chief. Superintendent of Public 
Works, and all the appointed commissions and boards.

Home-Buying Market Strong 


Despite excessive property tax burdens 


in some areas, the home purchase mar- 
ket remains exceedingly strong through- 
out the nation and will continue to be so 
in the months ahoad, according to Fred 
C. Tucker, Indianapolis, president of the 
National Association of Real Estate 
"Boards. 


Basing his comments on the result of 


the annual market survey .conducted by 
the NAREB Department of Research 
among Realtors in all parts of the nation, 
Tucker added that "our efforts as an As- 
sociation will not diminish as we seek to 
find substitutes for a portion of the real 
property tax, which has been allowed to 
reach too burdensome a level for too 
long a time in many areas o! the na- 
tion." 


Tucker called for continued efforts by 


state legislatures to place a ceiling on 
such real Estate taxes, affect a roll-back 
thereafter to a "fair level," and then to 
provide substitute taxes to fill the vacu- 
um with a type calculated to be tair to 
all citizens, whether owners or tenants of 
real property. 


Commenting further, Tucker said that 


"the mortgage money supply, now per- 
haps the greatest in history, will continue 
in availability and abundance throughout 
the balance of the year and that 1972 will 
see in total a record result in home pur- 
chases and sales throughout the nation." 


The volume of single-family existing 


homes for sale is greater than last year, 


but demand, according to the report, has 
increased to a somewhat greater degree. 
"A high rate of mobility among home 
owners and a growing number of first- 
time buyers continue to be important 
market factors in most areas of the na- 
tion today," Tucker commented.

Branigar Scores With Golf Resorts

Combining business with pleasure is 


the aim of the management services di- 
vision of the Branigar Organization, Inc. 
well-known in the management of area 
private golf 
clubs and 
public 
golf 


courses, this company Is also engaged in 
the management of resort hotels, and re- 
sort-condominium projects around the 
Country. 


A team effort within the division utili- 


zes the know-how of specialists In hotel 
operations, resort and golf property man- 
agement, food and beverage service, fi- 
nance and sates. 


Heading up this operation is George 


Ebdon, vice president of the Branigar 
management services division. 


"Golf club management is a very com- 


petitive field," Ebdon said. "We have to 
bring together the skills of our staff in 
purchasing, the training of personnel and 
maintenance procedures." 


Although some golf clubs are being 


sold for development each year, Ebdon 
contends that the number of new U.S. 
courses coming on stream each year is 
putting a strain on management services 
firms. 


"We need more professionals in the 


field." he said. 


"Labor and maintenance account for 


60 per cent of our costs. In the future we 
may need improved equipment to main- 
tain courses with fewer personnel and we 
must design into the courses the ability 
to maintain them. You can never walk 
away from a course." 


Ebdon's division offers consulting ser- 


vices, in addition to the maintenance of 
its own golf properties. Public courses 
are generally more profitable than pri- 
vate clubs. Ebdon said. His firm counsels 
private club management suffering from 
high taxes and sometimes dwindling 
membership. 


"Private clubs are becoming more rec- 


reation-oriented rather than exclusive," 
he said. "There's a different lifestyle of 
players today." Replacing the elite im- 
age of the country club and company 
sponsorship of employes is today's golfer 
who is seeking comraderie and recrea- 
tion, according to Ebdon. 


His firm manages and/or owns 150 


holes of golf. Area courses include: In- 
dian Lakes Country Club, Bloomlngdalt; 
Buffalo Grove Golf Club: Sportsman's 
Country Club in Northbrook; Hilldale 
Golf Course in Hoffman Estates and Mid- 
lane Country Club in Wadsworth, 111. 


The most exciting elements of this 


business are appearing in the devel- 
opment and management of a state park 
facility in West Virginia, and plans for a 
new system of interstate highway inter- 
changes in the southeastern U.S., Ebdon 
said. 


Now in its second year of operation is 


the Pipestem Resort, a West Virginia 
State Park in which Branigar teamed up 
with state and federal officials to provide 
a standout recreation facility. Some $14 
million in grants and loans for this proj- 
ect was provided by the federal Econom- 
ic Development Administration to spur 
the tourism and recreation industries of 
this West Virginia area. 


The West Virginia Department of Nat- 


ural Resources acquired the land, super- 
vised construction and owns the facilities 
in this resort. Branigar Parks, Inc., a 
West Virginia corporation, handles the 
management of Pipestem and turns a 
percentage of the gross receipts over to 
the state. 


"We have a Z"-hole golf course in Pi- 


pestem," said Ebdon. "This is our larg- 
est single facility. We will experience 
close to 400,000 visitors in the state park 
this year and over 30,000 of these visitors 
will stay in our hotels there. 


"It's unique as a state park," Ebdon 


said. "It will serve not only state resi- 
dents but interstate travelers and is de- 
signed to boost area employment." Most 
state parks operate from within their 
own management, he said. 


Although he concedes there are extra 


steps taken in any partnership with gov- 
ernment agencies, Ebdon sees this ven- 
ture as a possible trend-setter in state 
park operations. 


Branigar leases the resort facilities at 


Pipustcm from the state. These include 
the main lodge, a Mountain Creek Lodge 
reached by tramway, the golf courses, 
eo'tagcs and stables. The state is respon- 
sible for natural resources including hik- 
ing and riding trails. The 4,000-acre park 
klso includes target and stalking trails in 
an archery club, a clubhouse, ice skating 
rink, swimming pool and shuffleboard 
courts. 


Pipcstem's hotels are a far cry from 


the rustic cabin image usually generated 
hy park lodging. Restaurants, television 
in every room, saunas and a health club 
are provided for guests. 


"We'd like to see more developments 


of this type,." Ebdon said. "Everything 
points to'the fact tha we've been dong a 
formidable job. "The Pipestem resort 
is also used as a springboard for 
training new personnel in resort manage- 
ment. 
A n e a r b y recreation-oriented devel- 
opment of five interchanges along Inter- 
state 95 near Savannah, Ga., Ebdon said. 
A 
nearboy 
recreation-oriented devel- 


opment called the Landings is being built 
by the real estate division of the Brani- 
gar Organization. It will include an IB- 
hole golf course designed by Arnold 
Palmer. 


Over the next several years, Ebdon s 


division will develop five oases along In- 
terstate 95, the superhighway linking 
New England and Florida. Restaurants, 
service stations, recreation areas and 
lodgings will be included In these areas. 


"This work opens up an almost unlim- 


ited field." said Ebdon. "We plan to con- 
trol the environment in these oases so 
that all the tenants will belong to a prop- 
erty owners' association." Buildings in

Moving is a nuisance at bust, but there 


are some simple things the lady of the 
house can do to smooth mil the annoying 
wrinkles inherent to the cross-country 
cartage of a family's valued belongings. 


So states Jackson W. Goss, president 


of Investors Mortgage Insurance Co., 
Boston, who adds "all it takes is time, 
the patience of a Job — and some color- 
ed felt marking pens, the widest possible 
variety." 


Investors Mortgage, a subsidiary of 


Continental Investment Corporation, also 
of Boston, is a leading organization in 
the private mortgage insurance industry. 
The company works with lenders, such 
as savings and loan associations, mutual 
savings banks and commercial banks, by 
insuring the top 20-25 per cent of high- 
ratio conventional loans. 


"One of the biggest nuisances of mov- 


ing into a home is trying to find the bed- 


ding after a long day of supervising the 
unloading of a 40-foot trailer," Goss com- 
ments. 


"One ready answer to this nuisance as 


well as the problem of getting all of the 
hundred or so boxes and other.items in 
the right rooms lies in a package of vari- 
colored markers. 


"PICK A DIFFERENT color for each 


room, and as each box in that room is 
packed, generally list the contents of the 
box on one or more sides of it. Then 
draw stripes on at least two sides and 
the lop of the box as well — so that it 
can be identified later on during the 


moving-in process," Goss suggests. 


"If the item is a piece of furniture, 


color a card lo match the boxes in that 
room and attach it with string or ribbon. 
Don't use wire; it will snag or scratch. 
Upholstered furnilure should have sewn 
to it a card or colored ribbon lo match 
the room's designated color. 


"The answer to the usual questions 


from the movers should be in full graph- 
ic view of the front door or other en- 
trances," Goss says, "in the form of a 
large floor plan of Ihe house — with each 
room colored lo match the slripes on the 
boxes to be deposited there. It's a true 
lifesaver for the busy lady who is trying 
to gel the kitchen and bedrooms livable 


before the truck and the moving men de- 
part. 


"I KNOW A family who moved into a 


home with a 20-by 14-foot family room," 
Goss recalls, "Seems like plenty of room 
for all kinds of furniture. But not one 
single wall had more than five feel of 
continuous space uninterrupted by doors, 
closets, fireplaces or windows. How do 
you work a seven-fool sofa bed into that 
decor? 
i 


"With a ruler, some paper and doll 


house furniture, the buyer might have 
avoided an embarrasing "moving in' di- 
lemma. A handful of change will buy 
some doll furniture to reasonably match 
the furniture in most 'problem' room.s 


The next step is lo make a scale drawing' 
of the floor plan — lo the scale of the doll 
house furniture. 


"If the model works — then the ar- 


rangement will work in the actual house. 
This is an opportunity to arrange and 
rearrange the furniture so that when the 
movers bring in the heavy stuff, they can 
be told exaclly where each piece goes," 
Godd predicts. 


"Approximately 40 million Americans 


will be moving this year — and certainly 
with some nuisances altached to every 
move. The broad swath of a felt-tipped 
pen — better than any medication — 
could effectively obliterate the headache 
of mnvinif." TnrM

credit won't be as big a problem for 
housing in the coming years as inflation, 
says John P. Parry, president of the 
United States Savings and Loan League. 
Ferry made this prediction at a recent 
meeting of the Alaskan League of Insur- 
ed Savings and Loan Associations, held 
in Mt. McKinley National Park. He said 
the rate of inflation in the housing in- 
dustry has been roughly twice as great 
as inflation in general living costs in the 
past few years. He called on building 
trade members to demonstrate restraint 
in wage increase requests until the gov- 
ernment shows greater progress in 
bringing inflation under control.

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$30 Million Parochiaid Bill Back On Gov. Ogilvie 
9s Desk 


SPRINGIFELD (UPI) - A $30 million 


parochiad pncknge bouncing timong the 
three branches of government like a ten- 
nis ball, was back in the governor's court 
yesterday after getting legislative ap- 
proval for the third time. 


The six-bill package passed the House 


Tuesday by a comfortable margin and is 
expected to be signed into law. But it is 
almost certain to be tested in the state 
Supreme Court, where a nearly identical 
plan was killed last year. 


The program passed this time in- 


cludes: 


—$20.5 million for textbooks issued 


through public schools to students at non- 


public schools. 


—H5 million in aid to nonpublic school 


students who come from low-income 
families. 


—$5 million for educational programs 


conducted in cooperation between public 
and nonpublic schools. 


None of the bills got less than 100 


House votes and none was seriously 
threatened as the members took the roll 
calls. 


IT WAS THE third time the legislature 


has given parochiald a comfortable "fi- 
nal" okay. The first came last spring on 
a package essentially identical to the 
current one. 


Dems, Republicans Agree 
On State Aid To Schools 


A bipartisan agreement has cleared 


the way for final Senate action on an 
$802.6 million state school aid bill which 
tops Gov. Richard B. Ogllvie's plan by 
S14.8 million. 


The agreement, in the form of an 


amendment to a Republican bill, boosted 
the school aid bill $104 million over last 
year's formula but fell $109 million short 
of what Democrats originally asked. 


The Democratic plan, drawn by state 


Superintendent of Public Instruction Mi- 
chael J. Bakalis, called for $911.6 million 
in state school aid while Ogilvie asked 
for $787.8 million. 


The amendment, which passed Tues- 


day on a voice vote with only token oppo- 
sition, made the bill ready for final Sen- 
ate action. Then the plan must return to 
the House for concurrence or rejectbn of 
the amendment. 


UNDER THE agreed plan, an addition- 


al $14.8 million would be divided almost 
equally between the Chicago school sys- 
tem and downstate schools. But of Chi- 
cago's $7 million share, $3.7 million 
would come from a new urban education 
program that would have been launched 
in Chicago next fall . 


Sen. Thomas Hynes, D-Chicago, who 


led the Democratic floor fight on the 
school aid bills, called the settlement 
"disappointingly inadequate" but said 
Democrats could not muster enough 
votes for a better plan. 
, Earlier, Senate Republicans rejected a 
Democratic offer to reduce the Bakalis 
plan to $828.8 million. The Senate de- 
feated that bill on a party-line 28-14 vote. 


"I thought we had a few Republican 


votes, but I guess I was wrong," Hynes 
said. Sen. John Gilber, R-Carbondale, 
who led Republican forces on the school 
aid debate, said the Democrats were ask- 
ing for money that "just is not there." 


Toothpaste May Have Lead 


Five nationally marketed toothpastes, 


including Crest, may contain dangerous 
levels of lead because of leakage from 
tubes and coatings, an article in the July 
edition of Archives of Environmental 
Health says. 


Dr. Eleanor Herman, Cook County 


Hospital toxicologist, and researcher Ka- 
ren McKiel said after studying 18 tooth- 
pastes the results showed Crest, Fresh 
Breath, MacLean's, Craig Martin and 
Worthmore toothpastes were at the "dan- 
gerous lead levels above 5 per cent; ... 


"It is possible that the toothpaste 


brands Crest, Fresh Breath, and Worth- 
more are potentially hazardous to chil- 
dren who chew on the tube repeatedly," 
the study said. 


A spokesman for Procter and Gamble 


said the firm had known for many years 
of the lead leakage, but since there had 
been only a small number of cases re- 
ported where persons had been affected 
the container was not changed.

Richard B. Ogilvie's desk awaiting ap- 
proval, court rulings in other states in- 
dicated changes were necessary. The 
governor made the changes using his 
new "amendatory veto" power and sent- 
the bills back to the General Assembly 
for their second "final" approval. 


The legislature ratified the changes 


during the fall session and parochaid be- 
came Illinois law. At that point, however, 
the third branch of government — the 
Illinois Supreme Court — invalidated the 
plan. 


The court, however, did not rule on the 


constitutionality of parochiaid as such. It 


said only that the governor's rewriting of 
the bills had not met the spirit of the new 
Illinois Constitution. 


THAT LEFT IN doubt whether the con- 


cept itself could be held constitutional — 
a point the sponsors hope to clear up 
when the court rules on the bills passed 
Tuesday. 


"All who are interested in the subject 


of parochial aid whether pro or con, 
should be anxious to have a conclusive, 
definitive decision from the state Su- 
preme Court," Rep. Eugene Schlicfcman, 
R-Arlington Heights, the House sponsor, 
said in debate. 


Schlickman beat back attempts Mon- 


day to amend the bills in a way he felt 
would give the court another chance to 
rule on a side issue. The amendments 
would have provided that if the laws 
were held unconstitutional, the money 
appropriated for them would have gone 
to the public schools. 


As they have in the past, opponents ar- 


gued the courts will strike the laws 
down. Proponents, including Schlickman 
and Senate sponsor Sen. Robert Cherry, 
D-Chicago, presented legal opinions say- 
ing the measures meet constitutional 
tests.

The deci- 
sion was yours; on March 25 you ren- 
dered your decision. From there on we 
acted accordingly. 


The 1972-73 budget was developed en- 


tirely after that date and in line with 
your decision

passed, then the 1972-73 budget would 
have been comparable to the March fig- 
ures; since it didn't, there is no way a 
direct comparison can be made validly.

has been the result of many long hours of 
blood, sweat and tears on the part of the 
board and administration. It has been 
achieved because we adopted, as we said 
we would have to do, the reduced staff- 
ing plan that was thrashed out in 
January and February, and because of 
the other major and drastic cuts in mate- 
rials and supplies we incorporated later. 
These positive board actions are the 
things that account for the 1972-73 budget 
as it now stands; not any automatic 
hocus-pocus on the March figures. 


The board could of course, have ig- 


nored the results of the referendum and 
kept a lot of people temporarily happy 
by doing some of the things that Mr. 
Ronchetto has suggested. This however 
would have been a complete abrogation 
of the board's responsibility to the public 
and grounds for impeachment or recall. 
This brings me to my second point, 
which concerns Mr. Ronchetto's judg- 
ment. Lest year I personally lost com- 
plete confidence in his credibility as an 
advisor to or critic of the board, finan- 
cial or otherwise. And the reason for his 
loss of credibility as far as I'm con- 
cerned is his performance. 


The financial crisis in which this dis- 


trict now finds itself is not something 
that sprang up overnight. It was some 
five or six years ago that the district en- 
rolment hit its peak and started down- 
hill. What had been an expanding econo- 
my for the district all of a sudden be- 
came instead a deflationary economy. 
New programs and staffing introduced 
during and even after the peak soon be- 
came over-extensions of our shrinking 
resources. Mr. Ronchetto points with 
some pride to identification of this by the 
five year projection run off on his com- 
pany's computer facility as a great ac- 
complishment of his term on the board. 
However this trend was also well identi- 
fiable by the annually shrinking budget 
surpluses over that period which finally 
shrunk negative last year with our first 
deficit budget and an even worse deficit 
this year. 


In spite of both these indications, when 


it came to doing anything about it, it 
seems to me that Mr. Ronchetto and the 
boards on which he served were curious- 
ly derelict in their responsibility. Be- 
cause of their laissez-faire attitude, it 
was left for the boards of last year and 
this to assume the responsibility for 
making the decisions abtiut the highly 
unpopular staff cuts, for example. Had 
these been started at least five years 
ago, as they should have been, our cuts 
for this and next would have been simply 
a normal four to six-teacher reduction 
for the single-year reduced enrollments, 
plus perhaps two or three others for 
needed program cut-backs. As it was, in 
order to keep some semblance of finan- 
cial stability and responsibility in the dis- 
trict, the board had to make up for sev- 
eral years of inaction with some quite 
drastic, actions, for which Mr. Ronchetto 
is now severely criticizing the current 
board and charging "lack of credibility." 


I personally don't see that Mr. Ron- 


chetto's past performance or his logic 
qualify him as a competent critic. I 
leave it to you to decide whether Mr. 
Ronchetto or the board has greater cred- 
ibility.

supermarket competing for your glance. 
The graphic design of the package, the 
colorim:. and an ju-i-urate illustration of 
the food are the chief eye-catching fea- 
tures. 


Once you have chosen a packaged 


item, readability of the product informa- 
tion is essential because as a consumer, 
you want to know what's in a package 
and how to use it. As a review of the 
required product information discussed 
in the article on labeling, all packages 
provide the following: Common name, 
description of the form of product, net 
quantity, 
signature 
of 
manufacturer, 


packer or distributor, list of product con- 
tents, and distinguishing brand names. 
The iimredients are listed in order of 
predominance, with the one of greatest 
qii.mtity listed first, unless the product 
has an established "standard of identi- 
ty." As further aid to consumer satisfac- 
tion, thei manufacturer's address is in- 
cluded so you can write or contact the 
company in case you're dissatisfied or 
want additional information. 


A package's most important function is 


to protect the contents during shipping 
ai;d handling in the store. Then, once you 
have taken the product home, the pack- 
age rften helps retain freshness until you 
u>e 'he contents completely.

Consumers generally choose the pack- 


age size that, provides the number of 
servings needed for the family, and they 
expect a certain number of

vt weight, manufacturers try to 


in""t, those expectations. Odd weights 
can resu't because of differing weights of 
ingredients or variance in food density, 
f'ako mi vs. for example, may vary in 
r.o' weight., but are packaged to produce 
.••.•andard cakes in standard pans. 


Other foods like cereals, potato chips, 


macaroni, and .spaghetti dinners are 
packaged by weight, rather than mea- 
.-iire. After each package is filled, it is 
weighed to be sure it contains the exact, 
n'-t, weight ;.peeified on the package la- 
bel. Even if settling has occurred in ship- 
ping, you can be sure the contents of 
vnur package are standard and full 
weight. 


Finally.the food industry has become 


increasingly concerned over preserving 
the environment. Industry research is 
being conducted to make packages bio- 
degradable, and materials such as glass 
are iying recycled for re-use. As the 
search for the perfect container goes, on, 
many manufacturers such as Kraft arc 
carrying on fullscnle research programs 
aimed at finding the proper balance of 
these four essential packing functions: I) 
the abilitv to protect I ho product. 'i> pro- 
vide convenience "f use, :•, i economy, <\> 
disposabdity.

TO SERVE 6 generously we purchased 


6 slices of veal round cut thin. Remove 
the bone, cut each slice in two, then 
pound each side and dast with flour 


Beat 2 eggs in a flat dish and add '£ 


teaspoon of salt and '/i teaspoon freshly 
ground black pepper. In another dish 
mix IVz cups fine bread crumbs and 6 
tablespoons of parmesan cheese. 


Dip each veal cutlet into the egg, then 


into the bread crumb mixture, coating 
well Now refrigerate for at least 30 min- 
utes Melt l/i cup butter or margarine ir, 
a skillet and saute cutlets gently until 
both sides are golden brown All of this 
can be done in advance. 


When dinner is about 30 minutes away, 


pour over the cutlets a mixture of a 15- 
ounce can of tomato sauce and a 4-ounce 
can of tomato paste, covering each cutlet 
well On top of each cutlet place a slice 
of mozzatella cheese and sprinkle gener- 
ously with parmesan. Around the edges 
pour tomato juice to cover the bottom of 
baking dishes (2 will be required) and 
bake 30 minutes at 350 degrees. Serve on 
a hot platter with fresh parsley attrac- 
tively arranged around the edges.

Turkeys will be featured on the De- 


p a r t m e n t of Agriculture's Plentiful 
Foods List for July. 


Next month's new turkey marketings 


are expected to be 12 per cent (20 million 
pounds) more than last year. This should 
mean a plentiful supply of turkeys at at- 
tractive consumer prices. 


Turkeys are easy to cook on an outdoor 


grill and being good buys right now, 
the annual July 4th picnic is a great time 
for barbequed turkey. 


Six to 13-pound birds are just the right 


size for barbequing. 


If the turkey is frozen, thaw It, then 


rinse and pat dry. Prepare the bird for 
outdoor grilling as you would for roast- 
ing. Remove the neck and giblets from 
the body cavity; flatten the wings over 
the breast and tie securely. Do not stuff 
birds for rotisserie cooking. 


Insert the spit rod through the center 


of the bird from the tail diagonally 
through the breast bone. Fasten tightly 
with spit forks at both ends and tie se- 
curely with twine.Test carefully for bal- 
ance, and re-adjust so that the bird will 
rotate smoothly. Insert a meat ther- 
mometer into the thickest part of the 
thigh 


Poultry specialists recommend start- 


ing the fire at least a half-hour before 
cooking. For rohsserie cooking, keep the 
coals to the rear of the fire box. Form a 
drip catch pan of aluminum foil in the 
front portion of the fire box. 


Check a ten-pound turkey for doneness 


in about 2'/2 hours The thermometer 
should read 180 to 185 degrees. Or use 
the "pinch test" — if the thigh feels soft, 
the bird is done. 


Basting is not necessary when you're 


cooking a deep-basted turkey. Otherwise, 
you may baste generously with your fa- 
vorite barbecue sauce during the last 30 
to 45 minutes of cooking. 


Finally, allow the cooked turkey to set 


for 15 to 20 minutes to firm the meat for 
easier carving. 


IF YOU PLAN to broil turkey, limit 


the weight to six pounds. Split the turkey 
in half lengthwise or cut it into pieces; 
two thighs, four breast pieces, two wings 
and three back pieces. 


Place turkey halves or pieces, skin 


side down, on the grill over hot charcoal. 
Baste well with marinade. 


Set the rack about nine inches from the 


heat, regulating the distance so that the 
turkey just begins to brown after 20 min- 
utes of cooking. Broil slowly until nicely 
browned — about 1% hours — turning 
frequently. 


The drumstick will twist easily in this 


thigh joint when the meat is done.

Watermelon supplies are expected to 


be increased five per cent over last 
year's yield. 


Supplies of many fresh vegetables will

A sparkler for your Fourth of July 


backyard barbecue is the menu featured 
today. It's a favorite of Dick tmd Cindy 
Mantler of Des Plaines, who love the fla- 
vor of food cooked outdoors. Cindy takes 
care of all the dinner preparations, while 
Dick presides with professional skill at 
the grill, carefully basting the meats and 
cooking them to perfection. 


"There is never any over-done steak or 


under-done chicken at our house; Dick 
gets everything just right," Cindy proud- 
ly remarked. 


Th« couple's specialty is Shish Kabobs 


mads up of large cubes of sirloin sleak, 


green pepper, cherry 
tomatoes and 


mushrooms. 


Cindy first marinates the meat for sev- 


eral hours in an herb-seasoned oil and 
|wine mixture that both tenderizes the 
•steak and gives it a tasty flavor. She 
then alternates it on skewers with the 
vegetables. 


Dick cooks the Shish Kabobs over gray 


coals to suit the preference of their 
guests — rare, medium or well-done. For 
those who like the flavor of a barbecue 
sauce, he bastes the kabobs with a bot- 
tled sauce. 


"If you wish, both lamb and beef cubes 


may be used," Cindy commented. 


"Care should be used in removing the 


ingredients from the skewer," she cau- 
tioned. "Do not try to remove them all at 
once or the tomatoes will be squished." 


AS ACC9MPANIMENTS for this ap- 


pealing entre, Cindy suggests white rice, 
French bread and a wilted spinach salad. 


Cindy washes the spinach a day ahead, 


dries it well and refrigerates it for crisp- 
ness. Just before serving, she pours a hot 
sweet-sour dressing over the greens and 
tosses them well with bacon bits. Hard- 
cooked egg slices are used for garnish. 


"You may also make the dressing a 


day ahead and re-heat it before using," 
Cindy said. 


She has found this salad to be very

Lemon rind and 
juice give it a mildly-tart flavor, and the 
texture is fluffy and light. It is a perfect 
finale for this delightful summer meal.

SHISH KABOBS 


2 to 2% pounds sirloin steak, 


cut in large cubes 


1 pint cherry tomatoes 
2 large green peppers, cut in squares 
1 pound fresh mushrooms, washed 
1 cup olive oil 
Vz cup red wine 
1/3 cup fresh lemon juice 


2 cloves garlic, crushed 
1 teaspoon oregano 
1 bay leaf 


Salt and pepper 


Mix together oil, wine, lemon Juice, 


garlic, oregano, bay leaf and seasonings. 
Marinate meat in this mixture 4 to 6 
hours in the refrigerator. Turn meat oc- 
casionally. 


Remove stems from mushrooms and 


saute caps lightly in butter. 


Assemble ingredients on skewers, us- 


ing two cubes of meat, the green pepper, 
tomatoes and mushroom caps. Repeat 
this process two more times, so that 
each skewer will have three groupings of 
these ingredients. 


If desired, brush kabobs lightly with 


barbecue sauce and baste occasionally 
during cooking period.

4 egg whites 
% teaspoon cream of tartar 
'/z cup sugar 
In a saucepan, blend egg yolks, % cup 


sugar, gelatin, water and lemon juice. 
Cook over medium heat, stirring con- 
stantly, just until mixture comes to boil- 
ing. Remove from heat and stir in lemon 
rind. Place pan.in cold water and cool 
until mixture mounds slightly when 
dropped from a spoon. 


Beat egg whites with cream of tartar 


until frothy. Gradually beat in the re- 
maining % eup sugar. Continue beating 
until stiff and glossy, making sure not to 
underbeat. 


Fold lemon mixture into egg white 


mixture. Pile into cooled pie shell. Chill 
at least two hours before serving. Gar- 
nish with whipped cream, if desired.

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Forest Preserve 
Tree Burning 
Ends Saturday

Area municipalities and private arbor- 


ists will no longer be able to dispose of 
dead or diseased trees at the Cook Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve District burning area 
east of Wheeling. 


For Wheeling area residents, the clos- 


ing of the site Saturday will mean an end 
to the open burning which used to cause 
smoke in residential areas and even 
damaged homes and cars with flying 
soot. 


For private arborists and municipal- 


ities, the closing of the site will mean 
much higher costs for disposal of trees 
and will cause problems finding sanitary 
landfills which will accept the trees. 


The site is closing because of air pollu- 


tion regulations passed last year by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


ORIGINALLY THE forest 
preserve 


district had hoped to equip the site with 
machinery to burn the trees in covered 
pits meeting new pollution requirements. 


However, experience with one air cur- 


tain destructor which the district had in- 
stalled in the site has shown that the cost 
of operation makes it economically un- 
feasible. 


James Tyndall, assistant general su- 


perintendent of the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict, said, "Experience factors with the 
one destructor indicated the cost of oper- 
ation for getting rid of the materials ex- 
ceeds the cost of taking them to a sani- 
tary landfill for disposal." 


Tyndall said that originally the county 


had planned to purchase four or five 
more destructor:, for the Wheeling site, 
at a total cost of $200.000 to $250,000. 


In addition, five destructor mecha- 


nisms were to be purchased for a burn- 
ing site south of Chicago, for another 
$250,000. 


EVEN IF THE county spent the money 


for the additional machinery, arborists 
and villages "simply wouldn't use it," 
Tyndall said because they could dispose 
of trees and brush cheaper at a sanitaty 
landfill than at the burning site. 


Tyndall explains that the county would 


have to charge enough for burning the 
trees to make the operation pay. "We 
couldn't have the taxpayers paying the 
way for private arborists." 


2 Policemen Earn 
Harper Certificates 


Two Buffalo Grove policemen have 


earned their one-year certificates toward 
degrees in police administration from 
Harper College in Palatine. 


Patrolmen John Crimmins and Gary 


Wenckebech received their certificates 
earlier this week. The program is de- 
signed to help give policemen a better 
understanding of problems they may 
face while on the job. 


The difference in cost will be consid- 


erable even to use the landfills. 


Tyndall noted that while landfills 


charge approximately $1.35 per cubic 
yard to dispose of trees, the district 
would have to charge more than $1.75 to 
destroy them in an air curtain destruc- 
tor. For a large truck which would hold 
SO cubic yards of trees and brush, the 
charge would be approximately $57.50 at 
a landfill. The district would have to 
charge $87.50 to break even at the burn- 
ing site. 


Both prices are remarkably high com- 


pared to the maximum charge of $10 for 
even the biggest truck which has used 
the burning area in the past. Smaller 
trucks have been charged fees of $5 or $7 
to dispose of trees at the Wheeling burn- 
ing area, District Forester Sam Gabriel 
said. 


AS A RESULT of the economic prob- 


lems the district has sent letters to all of 
the municipalities and private arborists 
who have used the site in the past, noti- 
fying them it will be closed as of July 1. 


Tyndall said the district will continue 


to use the $50,000 destructor at the 
Wheeling burning area to dispose of dead 
and diseased trees from forest preserve 
property. 


The district will also seek funds from 


the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
to install a second destructor mechanism 
on a site south of Chicago to handle trees 
from Forest Preserve lands in that area, 
he said. 


Because of the EPA regulations there 


will be no more open burning at either 
site, he said. 


Tyndall said the district has had no 


complaints from the EPA about the oper- 
ation of the destructor at the Wheeling 
site. He said it has received "a clean bill 
of health," but open burning still had to 
be done to handle the heavy demands. 


There have been mechanical problems 


with the machine — such as engine 
trouble which put the destructor out of 
operation for a month; repairs to the pit 
made necessary by the excessive heat, 
and doors warping so combustion in the 
pit was not perfect. 


Tyndall blames the problems on the 


fact that the number of trees disposed of 
at the site has meant the destructor was 
"operating to a capacity that has never 
been done before anywhere." 


The EPA had allowed the district to 


open-burn trees at the Wheeling site 
while it experimented with the destructor 
and decided if additional destructors 
would be purchased. 


BUT THE PERMIT for open burning 


at the site expires Saturday. 


The site will be operated in the future 


by district personnel, Tyndall said. A 
contractual agreement 
under which 


Rossi 
Construction Co. operated 
the 


Wheeling site will not be renewed. 


The end of the burning site will not 


affect the disposal of elm trees infected 
with Dutch elm disease, Gabriel said. 


LAST WINTER when this new air curtain destruc- 
tor went into operation at the Wheeling burning 
area, -forest preserve district officials were hopeful 
the device would be a pollution-free way to dis- 


pose of dead and diseased trees. But experience 
with the device has proved it to be expensive and 
impractical, so the burning site will be closed to 


municipalities and private arborists beginning Sat- 
urday. Trees will have to be disposed of at land- 
fills in the future. 


2 Youths Guilty In Police Scuffle

Richard Edwards, 20, of 420 Mocking- 


bird Ln., Wheeling, was fined $520 and 
placed on two concurrent one-year pro- 
bation terms. 


He pleaded guilty to two counts of ag- 


gravated battery after the charges were 
reduced from felony to misdemeanor 
status. The youth was accused of hitting 
Patrolman Gary Holveck and kicking Lt. 


Thomas Conte, police said. 


Mark SteinhoM, 19, of 509 E. Merle Ln., 


Wheeling, pleaded guilty to resisting ar- 
rest and also to two counts of aggravated 
battery, reduced from felony to mis- 
demeanor status. 


Police said he was accused of grabbing 


patrolman Clarence Tausch and kicking 
Holveck. 


He received one year probation on the 


resisting arrest charge and was fined 
$475, police said. 


Conte said the two youths entered their

yesterday 
by the Illinois House, 108 


to 21. 


With the recent approval by the Illinois 


Senate, the bill now needs only the signa- 
ture of Gbv, Richard B. Ogilvie to be- 
come law. Ogilvie has endorsed the legis- 
lation. 


His formal signing of the bill will allow 


creation of a mobile emergency treat- 
ment unit at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital in Arlington Heights, the first of its 
kind in Illinois. 


FIREMEN FROM several suburbs 


recently completed training for adminis- 
tering emergency treatment, and equip- 
ment was to have been ordered last 
week. 


Expected to participate in the unit are 


Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Hoff- 
man Estates, Inverness, Mount Prospect, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg 
and possibly also Wheeling. 


Rep. Eugene Sehlickman, R-Arlington 


Heights, yesterday attributed the House's 
overwhelming endorsement of the legis- 
lation to an emotional letter from the 
Medical Emergency Service Associates 
which he read into the record.

A scar on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing. 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hijacker. I was turning around to pull 
some curtains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses," said the American 
Airlines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark. 


"I guess maybe I should have hit him 


harder," laughed the sandy-haired, deep- 
ly-tanned Prospect Heights resident. 


Koester, held at gunpoint for Five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile. 


Koester first heard the hijacking was

taking place Friday afternoon. A man 
with a submachine gun ordered Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tulsa, 
Okla., back to St. Louis. A flight super- 
visor, Koester was. then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Hare International Airport. 


BUT KOESTER didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p.m. that 
night when he was sent to St. Louis. He 
was told he might replace Flight 119's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
York, which the hijacker had demanded. 
When he arrived in St. Louis, he was told 
to board the plane to replace the plane's 
first crew. 


"The other crew was tired. They'd 


been up all day," said Koester. "They 
delayed their landing at St. Louis so we 
could get there. When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts, and take off our jackets. We 
then had to turn around as he searched 
us with his eyes." 


After the hijacker received $502,000, 


the shovel and parachutes he demanded, 
the 727 was cleared for take off. Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 
exciting part of the whole operation." A 
Missouri man, in his new Cadillac, 
crashed through the airport gate and into 
the plane, disabling it. 


"It's 
really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you. 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker. 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him. I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him. Later 
the hijacker turned to me and said, 
'That guy was nuts.' " 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 
skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane. 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said. 


A L M O S T 
IMMEDIATELY 
after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 
open the back door of the aircraft. He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed in 
the back of the plane. 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instruments and 
speed. 


"Originally he wanted us to go about 


500 miles with the door open," said Koes- 
ter. "He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it." Koester said the 
plane was traveling "as slow as it 
could." 


The hijacker "apparently didn't want 


us to know when he jumped," according 
to Koester. But as soon as the man 
jumped (near Peru, Ind.,), the crew 
knew by a change in the cabin pressure. 


"Before we had 'heard the pressure 


might change with a jump. Now we know 
for sure." 
... 


Throughout the ordeal, Koester talked 


most with the hijacker. He described him 
as "committed and apparently willing to 
die." He said he had mapped out and 
timed the flight between St. Louis .and 
Toronto so he would know just where 
to jump. 


THE HIJACKER'S behavior was errat- 


ic. When the man found he had only one 
parachute harness, he was upset, Koester 
said. 


"Apparently he had wanted some one 


to jump before him. That person prob- 
ably would have been me," he said with 
a relieved smile, explaining that he's 
never panachuted before. 


The way the money was arranged also 


upset him, said Koester. The hijacker 


asked for two bags — one with $500,000 
and one with $2,500 in small bills for 
traveling money. When he found out that 
of the small money $1,500 was in $1 bills, 
"he became quite agitated," said Koes- 
ter. "He gave most of the small bills to a 
stewardess and then stuffed some of 
them in his pockets." 


Koester believes that money, which 


was found in the back of the plane, fell 
out of the hijacker's pockets during the 
jump. 


Originally Koester believed the hijack- 


er to be dead, from jumping into such 
, high turbulence. But now he isn't so 
sure. Helping the FBI search the Peru 
area for two days changed his mind. 


"There are so many areas where he 


could hide in — bushes, trees, near the 


• river, or in the high hills," Koester said. 
"Either he made it and picked up the 
chute or buried it — or the chute didn't 
open." 


THE $500,000 and the hijacker's gun 


have been found. A gold pair of pants, 
which the hijacker wore during the hi- 
jacking, were also spotted. 


"We speculate that he tossed them out 


before he jumped," Koester said. "He ei- 
ther had a jump suit under his clothes or 
one in his valise." The valise has not 
been found. 


Koester, 38, who will now help formu- 


late a hijack training program for pilots, 
admits he was relieved when he flew 
back to Chicago early Saturday morning. 
But if he had to, he'd do it all over again. 


"It's become part of my job as a SIL- 


pervisor to handle such problems. As 
long as it's not a psychopath who wants 
to commit suicide or blow up an air- 
plane, I don't mind," he said. "Just as 
long as it's not a kook." 
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Expert Warns Of A 'National Calamity' 
Salt Endangers Water Supply 


by DICK KLEINER 


LOS ANGELES — Almost everybody is 


worrying about water. The public is con- 
cerned about what the phosphates from 
detergents are doing to our water supply, 
and about sewage and industrial wastes, 
But one of the country's leading water 
experts has a bigger water worry — he's 
concerned about grains of salt. 


Arthur F. Plllsbury is director of the 


Statewide Water Resources Center of the 
University of California. And he says the 
biggest problem with water today is the 
ever-Increasing salinity of our streams, 
particularly those west of Kansas. 


If the trend continues, he foresees a 


national calamity — "the economy could 
fade away," he says — because as the 
water becomes brackish, it becomes un- 
usable for irrigation. 


PILLSBURY EXPLAINS that there is 


always some salt in our streams and riv- 
ers, picked up as the rainfall flows over 
rocks en route to the river. Ordinarily, 
the salt is carried away to the lake or 
ocean the river flows into. 


But man Is interfering with nature's 


way. In this case, man isn't doing any- 
thing like throwing banana peels or tin 
cans into the river. Man is only using the 
water, and using it more and more as he 
becomes more numerous. 


The more people there are, the greater 


the percentage of water that is put to 
use. And that leaves less flowing water 
to carry off the salt. That's what is hap- 
pening now, and the rising salinity of our 
rivers is the result. 


Pillsbury says some small valleys in 


Arizona have already gone down the 


drain. He says the Salt and Gila River 
basins in Arizona are in trouble. But by 
far the biggest danger is to the San Joa- 
quin Valley of California, especially the 
Tulure Basin. 


THAT AREA PRODUCES one-third of 


California's agriculture, and agriculture 
is California's biggest industry. Pillsbury 
says that if something isn't done to re- 
verse the trend, the agricultural output 
of the Tulare Basin could bei "seriously 
diminished" in 30 to 40 years, and the 
entire state's economics could suffer as a 
result. 


Pillsbury says the salinity problem is

"The substitutes are poorer and more 
dangerous — they're really nothing more 
than the old sal soda and washing soda 
people used to use, which are caustic and 
dangerous." 


It is, however, the salinity problem 


that troubles Pillsbury the most. He 
thinks somebody better think of some- 
thing, before all our rivers become flow- 
ing saltcellars.

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Fire Department 
Setting Up New 
Emergency Unit

Buffalo Grove firemen are 
getting 


ready to roll as the mobile emergency 
care network is being set up at North- 
west Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


The fire department already has or 


dered nearly $6,000 worth of equipment 
to run the new program, which is in- 
tended mainly for heart attack victims. 


The department also is preparing a 


new rescue trucl: that will accompany 
the ambulance on all calls. Therefore, 
according to fire officials, no less than 
four firemen will answer all rescue calls. 


Fire Chief Wayne Winter said his de- 


partment held off as long as possible in 
ordering the equipment, since it wanted 
to wait for results from two sets of tests 
given by the hospital. 


THE FIRST TEST - Emergency Med- 


ical Technician (EMT) - is a national 
certification test that all ambulance per- 
sonnel across the country will have to 
pass whether they are paramedics or 
not. 


The second test was given by Dr. Stan- 


ley Zydio, who trained the firemen in 
paramedical techniques. Dr. Zydlo is 
also expected to become the director of 
the paramedical program when it starts 
at Northwest Hospital. 


It was the second test that worried the 


Buffalo Grove department. "We were 
able to study for the EMT test and didn't 
think we'd have any problems with it," 
said Chief Winter. 


"But Dr. Zydlo's test was made up by 


him and administered by him. He also 
asked each person certain questions to 
make sure he understood the program," 
he said. 


Dr. Zydlo said yesterday he will re- 


lease the official results cf the testing 
today. The EMT results will take a few 
weeks. 


HOWEVER. HE did give an indication 


yesterday that the Buffalo Grove fire de- 
partment scored above average. "They 
did exceedingly well for a department of 
their size," he said. 


Winter said his department should re- 


ceive the necessary equipment to start 
the program sometime in August, if Dr. 
Zydlo's indications are correct. 


The paramedic program involves fire- 


men and ambulance attendants trans- 
mitting data on a patient's condition to 
doctors in the hospital emergency room. 


The doctors will then relay instructions 
over a two-way radio, telling how to care 
for the patient before his arrival at the 
hospital. 


Firemen and ambulance attendants 


from many of the northwest suburbs 
have taken more than t)0 hours of in- 
struction in preparation for the program. 


THE TRAINING included five hours in 


the emergency room and five hours in 
the coronary unit at the Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital. 


Legislation enabling paramedical per- 


sonnel to administer certain drugs and 
apply an electrical shock to restore 
heartbeat — under supervision of a phy- 
sician — was passed by the Illinois legis- 
lature yesterday. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie is expected to 


sign the bill as soon as possible to make 
it a law. 


Whether the bill would have been ok'd 


or not the Buffalo Grove fire department 
is grateful for just being able to take the 
instruction. 


"Our men have become better in- 


formed and more knowledgeable of what 
is wrong with a patient when we have a 
call," said Winter. "It gives us that ex- 
tra knowledge that may mean the differ- 
ence between life and death."

ities, the closing of the site will mean 
much higher costs for disposal of trees 
and will cause problems finding sanitary 
landfills which will accept the trees. 


The site is closing because of air pollu- 


tion regulations passed last year by the

However, experience with one air cur- 


tain destructor which the district had in- 
stalled in the site has shown that the cost 
of operation makes it economically un- 
feasible. 


James Tyndall, assistant general su- 


perintendent of the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict, said, "Experience factors with the 
one destructor indicated the cost of oper- 
ation for getting rid of the materials ex- 
ceeds the cost of taking them to a sani- 
tary landfill for disposal." 


Tyndall said that originally the county 


had planned to purchase four or five 
more destructors for the Wheeling site, 
at a total cost of $200,000 to $250,000. 


In addition, five destructor mecha- 


nisms were to be purchased for a burn- 
ing site south of Chicago, for another 
$250,000. 


EVEN IF THE county spent the money 


for the additional machinery, arborists 
and villages "simply wouldn't use it," 
Tyndall said because they could dispose 
of trees and brush cheaper at a sanitary 
landfill than at the burning site. 


Tyndall explains that the county would 


have to charge enough for burning the 
trees to make the operation pay. "We 
couldn't have the taxpayers paying the 
way for private arborists." 


The difference in cost will be consid- 


erable even to use the landfills. 


Tyndall noted 
that while landfills 


charge approximately $1.35 per cubic 
yard to dispose of trees, ,the district 
would have to charge more than $1.75 to 
destroy them in an air curtain destruc- 
tor. For a large truck which would hold 
50 cubic yards of trees and brush, the 
charge would be approximately $57.50 at 
a landfill. The district would have to 
charge $87.50 to break even at the burn- 
ing site. 
N 


Both prices are remarkably high com- 


pared to the maximum charge of $10 for 
even the biggest truck which has used 
the burning area in the past. Smaller 
trucks have been charged fees of $5 or $7 
to dispose of trees at the Wheeling burn- 
ing area, District Forester Sam Gabriel 
said. 


AS A RESULT of the economic prob- 


lems the district has sent letters to all of 
the municipalities and private arborists 
who have used the site in the past, noti- 
fying them it will be closed as of July 1. 


Tyndall said the district will continue 


to use the $50,000 destructor at the 
Wheeling burning area to dispose of dead 
and diseased trees from forest preserve 
property. 


The district will also seek funds from 


the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
to install a second destructor mechanism 
on a site south of Chicago to handle trees 
from Forest Preserve lands in that- area, 
he said. 


Because of the EPA regulations there 


will be no more open, burning "at either 
site, he said. 


Tyndall said the district has had no 


complaints from the EPA about the oper- 
ation of the destructor at the Wheeling 
site. He said it has received "a clean bill 
of health," but open burning still had to 
be done to handle the heavy demands. 


There have been mechanical problems 


with the machine — such as engine 
trouble which put the destructor out of 
operation for a month; repairs to the pit 
made necessary by the excessive heat, 
and doors warping so combustion in the 
pit was not perfect. 


Tyndall blames the problems on the 


fact that the number of trees disposed of 
at the site has meant the 'destructor was 
"operating to a capacity that has never 
been done before anywhere." 


The EPA had allowed the district to 


open-burn trees at the Wheeling site 
while it experimented with the destructor 
and decided if additional destructors 
would be purchased. 


BUT THE PERMIT for open burning 


at the site expires Saturday. 


The site will1 be operated in the future 


by district personnel, Tyndall said. A

Rossi Construction Co. operated the 
Wheeling site will not be renewed. 


The end of the burning site will not 


affect the disposal of elm trees infected 
with Dutch elm disease, Gabriel said. 


Tiny Dynamo 
Helps Teens 
Find Work

A tiny lady in hot-pants and wire-rim 


glasses sits in the Buffalo Grove Village 
Hall dispensing jobs which will help 
teens pay for clothes, golf clubs and a 
thousand and one other things. The mon- 
ey is from wages earned on jobs, the 
woman helped them find this summer. 


Mrs. Harriet Blakeway is the dynamo 


who's gotten the new Teen. Employment 
Service off the ground and flying. The 
program is sponsored jointly by the vil- 
lage and the park district. 


In the past three weeks, Mrs. Blake- 


way has taken 126 applications from lo- 
cal teens interested in full and part-time 
. summer, employment. To date, she 'has 
placed 56 of them. 


"The kids are really eager to work," 


Mrs. Blakeway said, "I had no idea 
there would be so many applicants." She 
added she's already received more than 
625 telephone calls from potential em- 
ployers and employes. 


ANSWERING THOSE inquiries is a 


little easier for Mrs. Blakeway now that 
she has her own phone in a makeshift 
office in a small conference room in the 
village hall. For the first week and a 
half, she had to make a mad dash from 
the conference room to the front office 
every time the phone rang. 


Mrs. Blakeway began coordinating the 


Teen Employment Service in May. Sev- 
eral volunteers visited area high schools 
the last week of classes to distribulte ap- 
plications to students and talk about the 
program. Later, 32 students who were 
placed in jobs volunteered to fold and dis- 
tribute about 3,000 flyers to Buffalo 
Grove residents. 


Currently the employment service is 


limited to residents of Buffalo Grove, 
with a waiting list for non-residents. 
Teens pay. a $1 registration fee at the 
time of their interviews.

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Park District 
Will Reconsider 
Pool Cooperation 


The Palatine Park District has decided 


to reconsider the feasibility of building 
an indoor swimming pool within the vil- 
lage in cooperation with School Dist. 211 
and two other park districts. 


Lyle Johnson, a Hoffman Estates park 


district commissioner, Tuesday night 
asked the Palatine commissioners to 
consider a combined effort with Dist. 211 
and the Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates park districts to build the pool. 


Johnson presented his pro-indoor pool 


arguments at Palatine's park district 
board meeting. 


Palatine's 
commissioners have not 


reached a final decision on the pool, 
which will be part of a park referendum 
sometime this fall. After Johnson's sug- 
gestions, the commissioners requested 
park director Fred P. Hall to investigate 
how successful indoor pools are in other 
towns or villages. 


JOHNSON HAD appeared before the 


park district board in 1969 with a similar 
proposal for indoor pools at Conant, 
Fremd, Palatine and Schaumburg high 
schools. Three weeks ago, Hoffman Es- 
tates voters turned down by 63 votes a 
park district referendum to build an in- 
door swimming pool near Hoffman Es- 
tates High School on Higgins and Glen 
Lake Roads.

said. 


If Palatine Park District tries to build 


its own indoor pool, money is still a prob- 
lem. 


"From a dollars and cents side, an en- 


closed pool will have to have a very in- 
expensive covering" if Palatine builds its 
own, Hall said. Fiberglass or air bubble 
coverings are possibilities. A convertible 
pool that could be used in winter as an 
indoor pool and uncovered for summer 
might be Palatine's answer, according to 
Hall. 


The proposed swimming pool would 


probably be built in southwest Palatine. 


In existing Palatine swimming pools, 


season pass sales are running $10,000 be- 
hind last year's total, according to Bruce 
G. Beiner, assistant director. One reason 
could be the high number of rainy or 
cold days this season, he said. Hall sug- 
gested that overcrowded conditions in 
the pools may be discouraging potential 
season sales.

turned before the district can begin sub- 
letting to residents. 


The lease was submitted to Com- 


monwealth Edison two weeks ago. Their 
right of way being leased by the park 
district extends for two miles between 
Virginia Lake and Hicks Road. A 185-foot 
wide easement, with the middle 85 feet 
used for the district's bike trail, is 
planned. The remaining 50 feet on each 
side of the trail will be sublet to property 
owners and community groups for a 
nominal fee. 


LIABILITY ON the .sublet property re- 


mained unanswered Tuesday night. If 
someone is injured on that property, the 
person who sublet it would probably be 
liable, although a fence or barricade is 
forbidden in the Commonwealth Edison 
lease, commissioners said. 


In other business, a petition requesting 


that an udeveloped park in Winston 
Park be named Doug Lindberg Park was 
read, but a final decision was tabled un- 
til the next meeting, when all commis- 
sioners could be present.

Pilot Tells Of Ordeal With Hijacker 


by KAREN BLECHA 


A scar on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing. 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hijacker. I was turning around to pull 
some curtains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses," said the American 
Airlines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark. 


"I guess maybe I should have hit him 


harder," laughed the sandy-haired, deep- 
ly-tanned Prospect Heights resident. 


Koester, held at gunpoint for five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile. 


Koester first heard the hijacking was 


taking place Friday afternoon. A man 
with a submachine gun ordered Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tulsa, 
Okla., back to St. Louis. A flight super- 
visor, Koester was then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Hare International Airport. 


BUT KOESTER didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p.m. that 
night when he was sent to St. Louis. He 
was told he might replace Flight 119's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
York, which the hijacker had demanded. 
When he arrived in St. Louis, he was told 
to board the plane to replace the plane's 
first crew. 


"The other crew was tired. They'd 


been up all day," said Koester. "They 
delayed their landing at St. Louis so we 
could get there. When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts and take off our jackets. We 
then had to turn around as he searched 
us with his eyes." 


After the hijacker received $502,000, 


the shovel and parachutes he demanded, 
the 727 was cleared for take off. Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 


exciting part of the whole operation." A 
Missouri 
man, in his new Cadillac, 


crashed through the.airport gate and into 
the plane, disabling it. 


"It's 
really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you. 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker. 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him. I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him. Later 
the hijacker turned to me and said, 
"That guy was nuts.' " 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 


skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane. • 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said. 


A L M O S T IMMEDIATELY 
after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 
open the back door of the aircraft. He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed in 
the back of the plane. 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instruments and 
speed. 


"Originally he wanted us to go about 


500 miles with the door open," said Koes- 
ter. "He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it." Koester said the 


plane was traveling "as slow as it 
could." 


The hijacker "apparently didn't want 


us to know when he jumped," according 
to Koester. But as soon as the man 
jumped (near Peru, Ind.,), the crew 
knew by a change in the cabin pressure. 


"Before we had 'heard the pressure 


might change with a jump. Now we know 
for sure." 


Throughout the ordeal, Koester talked 


most with the hijacker. He described him 
as "committed and apparently willing to 
die." He said he had mapped out and 
timed the flight between St. Louis and

connected with condominium ownership 
be clarified in writing before the sale. 


Jerry Campbell, executive of the Home 


Builders Association of Illinois said the 
bill "will perhaps increase costs to the 
builder to provide these documents and 
will be an inconvenience.'1 


That cost may be passed on to the con- 


sumer, but Regner said the act will be 
"a great help to buyers." 


CAMPBELL -SAID the builders "recog- 


nize that there is some liability on the 
part of salesmen who misconstrue facts 
about condominiums" and that the act 
will "alleviate future problems along 
these lines." 


Builders will be informed of the specif- 


ics of the bill by a newsletter summing 
up legislative actions affecting them. 
"We can live with the bill," said Camp- 
bell, who added the group is in general 
agreement with the bill as it was finally 
passed. 


Complaints of violations of the bill will 


be handled by the attorney general's of- 
fice. 


The Homebuitclers would also like to 


see state licensing of home builders, 
Campbell said, but there was little sup- 
port in the past legislative session due to 
conflicts with the home rule concept. 


The executive said the organization 


will try to bring the bill back next ses- 
sion.

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Object To Development's Density 


Objections to the density of a proposed 


development were voiced Tuesday by 
Palatine homeowners and Rolling Mead- 
ows city councllmen nt a public hearing 
on the rezoning of land near Harper Col- 
lege. 


Approximately 
60 Palatine 
home- 


owners, mainly from the Hunting Ridge 
subdivision, attended the Rolling Mead- 
ows public hearing to express their con- 
cern about the proposed annexation and 
rezoning of a 49-acre tract south of. their 
subdivision. 


The property in question is known as 


the "Berry property," after Eugene 
Beery of Palatine, one of the principals 
of the proposed development. Beery is 
asking the city to annex the tract and 
rezone 44 acres R-6, multiple-family, and 
the remaining 5 acres C-3, commercial. 


The land, located between Quentin 


Road on the east, Harper College on the 
West, Euclid-Lake Avenue on the north 
and approximately 2,000 feet north of Old 
Plum Grove Rond on the south, is pre- 
sently located In an unincorporated area. 


Beery's current proposals for the de- 


velopment, called Aspen Apartments, are 
to construct seven apartment buildings, 
including two 13-story and five 3-story 
buildings on the 44 acres and a small 
shopping center on the remaining 5 
acres. 


HOWARD B. WEINPEK of Weinper 


and Balaban, Inc., architects for the pro- 
posed development, said the buildings 
would cover 9 per cent of the land, pav- 
ing for parking would cover 29 per cent 
and the remainder would be used for 
open space and recreation. 


The proposed development would have 


984 units for a density of 1,984 square 
feet per unit. Seventy-five per cent of the 
units are proposed one-bedroom and 25 
per cent two-bedroom. 


Aid. Thomas Wulclron said the pro- 


posed density is more than double the 
4,000 square feet per unit the city re- 
quires in R-6 zoning. 


Waldron said the city's highest density 


zoning for multiple dwellings is, R-5, but 
this would only allow 14 plus units per 
acre, still lower than what Beery is re- 
questing. 


Concern also was expressed by resi- 


dents, and councilmen because 16 to 26 
acres of the 44-acre tract will be within 
ttie flood control project being under- 
taken on Salt Creek by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District and U. S. Department 
of Conservation and will therefore not be 
buildable. 


CITY ATTV. Donald Rose said even 


though the floodplain area would not be 
buildable it could be used to compute the 
density of the development. 


In order to annex the Beery property 


Rolling Meadows will also have to annex 
a 150-foot-wide corridor 1,775 feet long to 
make the land contiguous to the city. 


The Hunting Ridge Homeowners Asso- 


ciation went on record as being opposed 
to the planned development. The resi- 
dents raised questions about the effect 
the project would have on local school dis- 
tricts, the effect on traffic and the effect 
on their water supply. They also objected 
to the idea of two high-rise buildings so 
near a single-family residential area.

Toronto so he would know just where 
to jump. 


THE HIJACKER'S behavior was errat- 


ic. When the man found he had only one 
parachute harness, he was upset, Koester 
said. 


"Apparently he had wanted some one 


to1 jump before him. That person prob- 
ably would have been me," he said with 
a relieved smile, explaining that he's 
never parachuted before. 


The way the money was arranged also 


upset him, said Koester. The hijacker 
asked for two bags — one with $500,000 
t 


i one with $2,500 in small bills for 
veling money. When he found out that 


of the small money §1,500 was in $1 bills, 
"he became quite agitated," said Koes- 
ter. "He gave most of the small bills to a 
stewardess and then stuffed some of 
them in his pockets." 


Koester believes that money, which 


was found in the back of the plane, fell 
out of the hijacker's pockets during the 
jump. 


Originally Koester believed the hijack- 


er to be dead, from jumping into such 


high turbulence. But now he isn't so 
sure. Helping the FBI search the Peru 
area for two days changed his mind. 


"There are so many areas where he 


could hide in,— bushes, trees, near the 
river, or in the high hills," Koester said. 
"Either he made it and picked up the 
chute or buried it — or the chute didn't 
open." 


THE $500,000 and the hijacker's gun 


have been found. A gold pair of pants, 
which the hijacker wore during the hi- • 
jacking, were also spotted. 


"We speculate that he tossed them out. 


before he jumped," Koester said. "He ei- 
ther had a jump suit under his clothes or 
one in his valise." The valise has not 
been found. 


Koester, 38, who will now help formu- 


late a hijack training program for pilots, 
admits he was relieved when he flew 
back to Chicago early Saturday morning. 
But if he had to, he'd do it all over again. 


"It's become part of my job as a su,- 


pervisor to handle such problems. As 
long as it's not a psychopath who wants 
to commit suicide or blow up an air- 
plane, I don't mind," he said. "Just as 
long as it's not a kook."

said Beery had offered to contribute $50 
for every one.bedroom unit and $100 for 
every two bedroom unit in the complex 
to Dist. 15. 


Kiszka said that based on the district's 


figures he would estimate a total of 150 
elementary age children from the devel- 
opment. 


On the question of water, City Engi- 


neer James Muldowney said the city 
does not have water facilities in the area 
of the proposed development. He in- 
dicated to handle the development on a 
peak day would take 750,000 gallons of 
water, nearly the capacity of one well. 


BEERY INDICATED a willingness to 


install a well and donate it to the city, 
Muldowney said the city is on a deep 
well system and the well would have to 
be approximately 
1,500 feet deep and 


would cost an estimated $130,000. Mul- 
downey assured the residents a well on 
the property would not affect any other 


wells in the area. 


Entrance and exit to the proposed de- 


velopment is on Quentin Road. Mayor. 
Roland Meyer told the residents the 
council could require Beery to put in des- 
calation lanes on Quentin Road. 


"This type of zoning is shop zoning," 


said Edward O'Brien, a resident of Hunt- 
ing Ridge and a member of the Palatine 
Plan Commission. He told the council re- 
zoning for the same proposed devel- 
opment had been officially turned down 
by Schaumburg because of the high den- 
sity and unofficially by Palatine for the 
same reason. 


Beery said he had been turned down 


by Schaumburg not Because of high den- 
sity but because a means could not be 
found to make the land contiguous to 
Schaumburg. 


A final decision on the request to an- 


nex and rezone the 49 acres will be made 
by the council July 25.

Pilot Tells Of Ordeal With Hijacker 


by KAREN BLECHA 


A scar on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hrjackei 
I was turning around to pull 


some cui tains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses " said the American 
An lines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark 


'I guess maybe I should have hit him 


haider," laughed the sandy-haned, deep 
ly-tanned Prospect Heights resident 


Koester held at gunpoint for five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile 


Koester first heard the hijacking was 


taking place Fnday afternoon A man 
with a submachine gun ordeted Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tulsa, 
Okla , back to St Louis A flight supei- 
visor, Koester was then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Haie International Airport 


BUT KOESTER. didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p m that 
night when he was sent to St Louis He 
was told he might replace Flight 119's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
Yoi k, which the hijacker had demanded 
When he ailived in St Louis he was told 
to board the plane to replace the plane s 
first ciew 


"The othci crew was tired They'd 


been up all day,' said Koester ' They 
delayed their landing at St Louis so we 
could get there When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts and take off our jackets We 
then had lo turn aiound as he seaiched 
us with his eyes " 


Aftei the hijacker leceived $502 000, 


the shovel and parachutes he demanded, 
the 727 was cleared for lake off Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 


exciting part of the whole operation " A 
Missoun man, in his new Cadillac, 
prashed through the airport gate and into 
the plane, disabling it 


"It's 
really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him Later 
the hijacker turned to me and said, 
'That guy was nuts ' " 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 


skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said 


A L M O S T 
IMMEDIATELY 
after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 
open the back door of the aircraft He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed m 
the back of the plane 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instiuments and 
speed 


' Onginally he wanted us to go about 


500 miles with the door open," said Koes- 
ter "He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it " Koester said the 


plane was traveling "as slow as it 
could " 


The hijacker "apparently didn't want 


us to know when he jumped," according 
to Koester 
But as soon as the man 


jumped (near Peru, Ind,), the crew 
knew by a change in the cabin pressure 


"Before we had heard the pressure 


might change with a jump Now we know 
for sure " 


Throughout the ordeal, Koester talked 


most with the hijacker He descnbed him 
as "committed and apparently willing to 
die " He said he had mapped out and 
timed the flight between St Louis and

unprofessionalism and just about any- 
thing else short of Immorality. 


Me may be right. Perhaps the park dis- 


trict was mismanaged under Its former 
director, Dean Hallerud.

Three salary schedules have been ap- 


proved by the High School Dist. 214 
Board of Education for non-certified per- 
sonnel with an average 4 per cent salary 
increase and a 7 per cent ceiling. 


The 1072-73 rates were set for cafeteria 


personnel, custodial personnel and a new 
group called educational supportive per- 
sonnel which includes clerical tech- 
nicians, specialists and instructional as- 
sistants. 


Administrators negotiated with repre- 


sentatives of the Service Union 11 for 
three months before setting the custo- 


dians' rates. Negotiations with the sup- 
portive group's association were settled 
in six weeks, Salary increases for the 
food service personnel, most of whom 
are part-time, were not negotiated but 
recommended by the cafeteria manager. 


A fourth group, called miscellaneous 


personnel, 
received salary increases 


based on merit. The increases, ranging 
from 2.61 per cent to 5.56 per cent, are 
recommended by each employe's super- 
visor within a set range. The positions in 
this group range from psychologist to 
building service supervisor. 


THE CUSTODIANS' new hourly start- 


Extension Of Euclid Not 
Expected For Three Years 


ing rates range according to position 
from $5,17 for general maintenance to 
$2.72 for matron. Yearly incomes Cor em- 
ployes with 18 months' experience range 
between $11,876.80 for general mainte- 
nance and $8,881.60 for day custodian. 


The custodians' agreement also called 


for an updating of their policy manual, a 
change in vacation schedule and 13 legal 
holidays. 


The supportive group's new hourly 


starting rates range according to position 
from $2.45 for clerk typists and division 
clerks to $4 for skilled or college-trained 
instructional assistants. The schedule is 
divided into two groups, for 12-month and 
10-month employes. In addition to step 


salary levels, the schedule includes merit 
increases. 
Policy changes for the supportive 


group include new summer work periods, 
new vacation periods and new pay peri- 
ods. A new policy manual will be recom- 
mended for this group by March 1,1973. 


Base salary ranges for food service per- 


sonnel have been retained from last 
year. However, the maximum hourly 
rates have been raised from $.03 to $.13. 
Maximum hourly rates range between 
$2.58 and $3.33, based on the position and 
workweek. 


The miscellaneous personnel salaries 


range between $12,200 and $19,650. The 
raises are based on individual merit. 


Plans are on the drawing board for the 


westward extension of Euclid Avenue, 
but actual construction of the road is not 
expected to begin for at least three years. 


Jack Stern, chief engineer of design for 


the Cook County Highway Department, 
said plans are about 40 per cent com- 
pleted for the extension of Euclid from 
Plum Grove Road to Roselle Road. 


He indicated Euclid is to be four lanes 


wide along the Hi mile stretch, at an 
estimated cost of $2% million to $3 mill- 
ion. Funds would be available from mo- 
tor fuel taxes. 


Soil tests are being conducted, but the 


highway department has not yet obtained 
rights-of-way and Stern said that process 
would delay construction. 


He said bids are not likely to be let on 


the Euclid project for three years. Con- 
struction would take about one year. 


The extension of Euclid Avenue is ex- 


pected to ease traffic to Harper College 
and to provide an alternate thoroughfare 
to and from Inverness. 


The extension would cut through parts 


of Palatine and unincorporated Palatine 
Township, in addition to a piece of land 
being considered for annexation to Roll- 
ing Meadows.

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Prospect Heights Pilot Tells 5~Hour Ordeal With Hijacker

A scat1 on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing. 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hijacker. I was turning around to pull 
some curtains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses," said the American 
Ail-lines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark. 


"I guess maybe I should have hit him 


harder," laughed the sandy-haired, deep- 
ly-tanned Prospect Heights resident. 


Koester. held at gunpoint for five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile. 


Koester first heard the hijacking was 


taking place Friday afternoon. A man 
with a submachine gun ordered Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tulsa, 
Okla., back to St. Louis. A flight super- 
visor, Koester was then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Hare International Airport. 


BUT KOESTER didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p.m. that 
night when he was sent to St. Louis. He 
was told he might replace Flight 119's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
York, which the hijacker had demanded. 
When he arrived in St. Louis, he was told 
to board the plane to replace the plane's 
first crew. 


"The other crew was tired. They'd 


been up all day," said Koester. "They 
delayed their landing at St. Louis so we 
could get there. When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts and take off our jackets. We 
then had to turn around as he searched 
us with his eyes." 


After the hijacker received $502,000, 


the shovel and parachutes he demanded, 
the 727 was cleared for take off. Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 
exciting part of the whole operation." A 
Missouri man, in his new Cadillac, 
crashed through the airport gate and into 
the plane, disabling it. 


"It's 
really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you. 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker. 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him. I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him. Later 
the hijacker turned to me and said, 
'That guy was nuts.' " 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 
skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane. 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said. 


A L M O S T 
IMMEDIATELY after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 
open the back door of the aircraft. He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed in 
the back of the plane. 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instruments and 
speed. 


"Originally he wanted us to go about 


500 miles with the door open," said Koes- 
ter. "He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it." Koester said the 
plane was traveling "as slow as it

could." 


The hijacker "apparently didn't want 


us to know when he jumped," according 
to Kocster. But as soon as the man 
jumped (near Peru, Ind.,), the crew 
knew by a change intthe cabin pressure. 


"Before we had heard the pressure 


might change with a jump. Now we know 
for sure." 


Throughout the ordeal, Koester talked 


most with the hijacker. He described him 
as "committed and apparently willing to 
die." He said he had mapped out and 
timed the flight between St. Louis and 
Toronto so he would know just where 
to jump. 


THE HIJACKER'S behavior was errat- 


ic. When the man found he had only one 
parachute harness, he was upset, Koester 
said. 


"Apparently he had wanted some one 


to jump before him That person prob- 
ably would have been me," he said with 
a relieved smile, explaining that he's 
never parachuted before. 


The way the money was arranged also 


upset him, said Koester. The hijacker 
asked for two bags — one with $500,000 
and one with $2,500 in small bills for 
traveling money. When he found out that 
of the small money $1,500 was in $1 hills, 
"he became quite agitated," said Koes- 
ler "lie gave most of the small bills to a 
stewardess and then stuffed some of 
them in his pockets." 


Koester believes that money, which 


was found in the back of the plane, fell 
out of the hijacker's pockets during the 
jump.

"He ei- 
ther had a jump suit under his clothes or 
one in his valise." The valise has not 
been found. 


Koester, 38, who will now help formu- 


late aliijack training program for pilots, 
admits he was relieved when he flew 
back to Chicago early Saturday morning. 
But if he had to, he'd do it all over again. 


"It's become part of my job as a su,- 


pervisor to handle such problems. As 
long as it's not a psychopath who wants 
to commit suicide or blow up an air- 
plane, I don't mind," he said. "Just as 
long as it's not a kook."

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Tree Burning Area Closes Saturday 


l>y ANNE SLAVICEK 


Area municipalities and private arbor- 


ists will no longer be able to dispose of 
dead or diseased trees at the Cook Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve District burning area 
east of Wheeling. 


For Wheeling area residents, the clos- 


ing of the site Saturday will mean an end 
to the open burning which used to cause 
smoke in residential areas and even 
damaged homes and cars with flying 
soot. 


For private arborist<. and municipal- 


ities, the closing of the site will mean 
much higher costs for disposal of trees 
and will cause problems finding sanitary 
landfills which will accept the trees. 


The site is closing because of air pollu- 


tion regulations passed last year by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


ORIGINALLY THE forest preserve 


district had hoped to equip the site with 
machinery to burn the trees in covered 
pits meeting new pollution requirements. 


However, experience with one air cur- 


tain destructor which the district had in- 
stalled in the site has shown that the cost 
of operation makes it economically un- 
feasible 


James Tjndall, assistant general su- 


perintendent of the Forest Preserve Dis- 
tiict. ^aid. "Experience factors with the 
one destructor indicated the cost of opcr- 
ahon for Ketfing" rid of the materials ex- 
ceeds the cost of taking them to a sani- 
tary Ijndfill for disposal " 


Tyndall said that originally the county 


h,id planned tit purchase four or five 
more destructor*, for the Wheeling site, 
at a total cost of $200,000 to $250.000. 


In addition, five destructor mecha- 


nisms were to be purchased for a burn- 
ing Mte south of Chicago, for another 
$250 1100 


KVHN If TIIK county spent thu money 


for the additional machinery, arborists 


and villages "simply wouldn't use it," 
Tyndall said because they could dispose 
of trees and brush cheaper at a sanitary 
landfill than at the burning site 


Tyndall explains that the county would 


have to charge enough for burning the 
trees to make the operation pay. "We 
couldn't have the taxpayers paying the 
way for private arborists." 


The difference in cost will be consid- 


erable even to use the landfills. 


Tyndall 
noted 
that 
while 
landfills 


charge approximately $1.35 per cubic 
yard to dispose of trees, the district 
would have to charge more than $1 75 to 
destroy them in an air curtain destruc- 
tor. For a large truck which would hold 
50 cubic yards of trees and brush, the 
charge would be approximately $57 50 at 
a landfill. The district would have to 
charge $87 50 to break even at the burn- 
ing site. 


Both prices arc remarkably high com- 


pared to the maximum charge of $10 for 
even the biggest truck which has used 
the burning area in the past. Smaller 
trucks have been charged fees of $5 or $c 
to dispose of trees at the Wheeling burn- 
ing area, District Forester Sam Gabriel 
said.

Because of the EPA regulations there 


will be no more open burning at either 
site, he said. 


Tyndall said the district has had no 


complaints from the EPA about the oper- 
ation of the destructor at the Wheeling 
site. He said it has received "a clean bill 
of health," but open burning still had to 
be done to handle the heavy demands. 


There have been mechanical problems 


with the machine — such as engine 
trouble which put the destructor out of 
operation for a month; repairs to the pit 
made necessary by the excessive heat, 
and doors warping so combustion in the 
pit was not perfect. 


Tyndall blames the problems on the

Pilot Tells His Story: 
5 Hours With A Hijacker

A scar on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing. 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hijacker. I was turning around to pull 
some curtains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses," said the American 
Airlines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark. 


"I guess maybe I should have hit him 


harder," laughed the sandy-haired, deep- 
ly-fcanned Prospect Heights resident. 


Koester, held at gunpoint for five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile. 


Koester first heard the hijacking was 


taking place Friday afternoon. A man 
with a submachine gun ordered Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tuisa, 
Okla.. back to St. Louis. A flight super- 
visor. Koester was then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Harc International Airport. 


BUT KOESTER didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p.m. that 
night when he was sent to St. Louis. He 
was told he might replace Flight U9's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
York, which the hijacker had demanded. 
When he arrived in St. Louis, he was told 
to board the plane tr> replace the plane's 
first crew. 


"The other crew was tired. They'd 


b«cn up all day," said Koe-ster. "They 
delayed their landing at St. Louis so we 
could get there. When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts and take off our jackets. We 
then had to turn around as he searched 
us with his eyes." 


After the hijacker received $502,000, 


the shovel and parachutes hb demanded, 
the 727 was cleared for take off. Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 
exciting part of the whole operation." A 
Missouri man, in his new Cadillac, 
crashed through the airport gate and into 
the plane, disabling it. 


"It's really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you. 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker. 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him. I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him. Later 
the hijacker turned to me and said, 
'That guy was nuts.' " 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 
skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane. 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said. 


A L M O S T 
IMMEDIATELY 
after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 
open fhe back door of the aircraft. He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed in 
the back of the plane. 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instruments and 
speed. 


"Originally he wanted us to go about 


500 miles with the door open," said Koes- 
ter. "He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it." Koester said the 
plane was traveling "as slow as it

The Harris Bank lias Hubert the Harris 


Lion, and everybody's seen Continental 
Bank's kangaroos inform television view- 
ers that "It's the big bank with the little 
bank inside," 


Arlington Heights is not to be outdone. 


The Bank & Trust Company ol Arlington 
Heights and Northwest Trust & Savings 
Bank developed a symbol oC their own in 
March —the giraffe.. 


At this very moment, Mrs. Shirley 


Rose Johnson is making 500 ceramic gi- 
raffes for the two banks to distribute to 
village officials, doctors, attorneys, real 
estate agents, and others for display in 
their offices. About 300 already 
have 


been given out. The giraffes are about 
five inches tall, white with brown spots. 
Included with each giraffe is a short let- 
ter on parchment-type paper explaining: 


Why a giraffe? 


Originally, the story goes back to the 


Depression days when Robert Bukowski, 
a Chicago banker, started the Royal Or- 
der of Giraffes. Small ceramic giraffes 
were 
distributed to all 
participating 


banks who tried to stimulate business in 
the 1930s through loans. 
• 


The slogan of the Royal Order of Gi- 


raffes was that the banker should be the 
type to get involved in community needs, 
to be able to "stick his neck out and still 
keep his feet on the ground." 


BORUOWING the idea, W. C. (Fritz) 


Wolf and several of his staff members 
used the giraffe as a symbol for "the 
bank to look up to," in order to show the 
excellance the banks wish to achieve. 


"We didn't mean it to be an uppity 


bank, but a quality bank," Wolf said. 


"The bank to look up to" has been dis-

For Wheeling area residents, the clos- 


ing of the site Saturday will mean an end 
to the open burning which used to cause 
smoke in residential areas and even 
damaged homes and cars with flying 
soot. 


For private arborists and municipal- 


ities, the closing of the site will mean 
much higher costs for disposal of trees 
and will cause problems finding sanitary 
landfills which will accept the trees. 


The site is closing because of air pollu- 


tion regulations passed last year by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


ORIGINALLY THE forest 
preserve 


district had hoped to equip the site with 
machinery to burn the trees In covered 
pits meeting new pollution requirements. 


However, experience with one air cur- 


tain destructor which the district had in- 
stalled in the site has shown that the cost 
of operation makes it economically un- 
feasible. 


James Tyndall. assistant general su- 


perintendent of the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict, said. "Experience factors with the 
one destructor indicated the cost of oper- 
ation for getting rid of the materials ex- 
ceeds the cost of taking them to a sani- 
tary landfill for disposal." 


Tyndall said that originally the county 


had planned to purchase four or five 
more destructors for the Wheeling site, 


at a total cost of $200,000 to $250,000.

Pay OKd By School Board 


Three salary schedules have been ap- 


proved by the High School Dist. 214 
Board of Education for non-certified per- 
sonnel with an average 4 per cent salary 
increase and a 7 per cent ceiling.

personnel, custodial personnel and a new 
group called educational supportive per- 
sonnel which includes clerical tech- 
nicians, specialists and instructional as- 
sistants.

Carpenters, Contractors Firm In Demands

Carpenters and contractors in the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area are not budging 
from their respective wage and working 
condition bargaining stands. 


In an effort to end the strike-lockout 


accompanying this impasse, the federal 
Construction Industry Stabilization Com- 
mittfie (CISC) called for a meeting with 
both negotiating teams in Washington, 
D.C. today. 


"It is a bit unusual," said William 


McCabe, executive officer of the Mid- 
America Regional Bargaining Associ- 
ation (MARBA), of the Washington con- 
ference. MARBA represents a large bloc 
of contractors in negotiations with the 
Chicago District Council of Carpenters 
and Cement Masons Local 502. 


Established under President Nixon's 


executive order in early 1971, the CISC 
served as a bellwether of administration 
concern in the area of rising prices. 
McCabe noted that CISC was set up 
to monitor construction industry set- 
tlements and hopefully keep them in line 
with Administration goals. This construc- 
tion industry watchdog group preceded 
last year's Phase I New Economic Pro- 
gram. 


Both Robert E. 
Nielsen, 
(MARBA 


chairman), and a spokesman for the Chi- 
cago District Council of Carpenters con- 
ceded that there was "no movement" in 
the bargaining stance of either group in 
a late Monday negotiating session held in 
Chicago. Meanwhile, the strike-lockout

workers. 


THE CONSTRUCTION shutdown af- 


fects an estimated 20,000 homes under 
way in Cook, Lake and DuPage counties, 
valued at $60 million. Approximately 
1,000 major construction sites are shut 
down, including most Loop skyscrapers, 
for an added $1 billion. Also out are the 
$20 million National Accelerator Labora- 
tory near Weston and highway projects 
worth at least $400 million, according to 
MARBA. 


"We are hopeful that the Thursday 


meeting will be productive," said Nielsen 
of the CISC session. He added that build- 
ers are "resolute" in seeking work-rule 
changes to accompany any boosts in 
wages and benefits in order to keep costs 
in line. MARBA's seven-man delegation 
to Washington will be led by Francis F. 
Sulley, labor counsel. 


The carpenters' negotiating team will 


be led by George Vest Jr., president of 
the Chicago District Council of Carpen- 


ters. A carpenter spokesman said CISC 
chairman John Dunlop is a "well-known, 
successful arbitrator."

Demonstrate New Building Technique 


A Des Plaines home yesterday became 


the first in the Chicago area to have a 
foundation of precast concrete panels. 


The new technique is said to curb 


home building costs and cut from three 
days to three hours the time it takes to 
install a new basement. 


The Ampress Brick Co., 1269 Golf Rd., 


the sole manufacturer and distributor of 
the four-foot wide by eight-foot high con- 
crete panels in the five-county Chicago 
area, demonstrated the new system yes- 
terday at a new homesite at 730 Kenil- 
worth Ct. 


Builders from throughout the Chicago 


area watched as a crane and two work- 
ers installed the new foundation, an oper- 
ation that normally requires six men and 


three days of work, in three hours. 


Ampress Vice President Holger Chris- 


tiansen told the Herald the new system 
not only will reduce the time it takes to 
install a foundation but will greatly re- 
duce home construction costs. 


" A N Y T I M E YOU ease field in- 


stallation for a contractor you reduce 
costs. With this new system there's less 
.investment and less manpower," he said. 


"It cost $115 to rent a crane for three 


hours 
but under 
normal installation 


you're paying six laborers $10 to $12 ail 
hour for three days work plus the cost of 
a concrete truck to pour the concrete," 
Christiansen said. 


He said the panels, which weigh 2,600 


pounds each, have been approved by fed- 


eral and municipal agencies as meeting 
building code requirements. 


The panels are being manufactured by 


Ampress under a franchise operation 
from Loc-Wall Corp., of Rochester, Minn. 
The new system is currently being used 
on construction sites in Detroit, Madison, 
Wisconsin and the Twin Cities area of 
Minnesota. 


The interlocking panels are set into 


normal foundation footings and are rein- 
forced around the entire perimeter of the 
walls by horizontal steel rods to lock the 
panels and strengthen the foundation. 


The system is new but Christiansen 


predicted within a couple of years it will 
be used extensively for homebuilding 
throughout the Chicago area.

Why stop there? 
If my adorable kitty has to be licensed 


I want my neighbor's canary licensed, 
too. 
And how about the pet owners who 


have chosen boa constrictors instead of 
poodles? A collar and a tag would be just 
as appropriate on the boa as on my cat. 


Maybe this is beginning to sound ridic- 


ulous but I get up in arms when people 
attack cats I far prefer cats to any other 


form of pet and Ivave found them to be 
clean, little trouble (to both myself and 
my neighbors) and, for the most part, 
harmless. 


People complain about cats digging 


around in their flower beds and sand- 
boxes. Licensing won't solve that prob- 
lem. 
Note that fully licensed dogs — ac- 


companied by owners no less — find 
parkways, yards and the area around my 
garbage cans as perfect depositories for 
their business. 


CATS GETTING into your plastic gar- 


bage bags? Licensing won't help there. 
The mutt down the street joins with the 
squirrels and dines on the contents of my 
plastic garbage bags at their con- 
venience. Cats, being the finicky eaters 
they are, probably are the minority of- 
fenders in this case. 


How about, the sneaky felines that 


jump out of bushes and attack innocent 
children? Say what you will but every 
cat of my acquaintance (and there are a 
number of those) would never attack 
someone unless he was defending him- 
self. Cats are defensive rather than of- 
fensive animals when it comes to people. 


Cats probably have their bad reputa- 


tion because they do what comes in- 
stinctively — stalk birds and other small 
animals. (Also, their mating activities 
are not the most popular.) But this is the 
nature of the animal. People don't get 
upset about hunting or retrieving dogs; 
they don't even stir up a lot of fuss about 
two-legged animals slaughtering seals, 
polar bears, wolves and other wildlife. 


IT SHOULD BE understood that they 


don't do it to be sadistic or cruel. We 
accept the fact that the lioness kills the 
antelope why not accept the same ac- 
tions from the smaller of the species. 


I'm not against rabies shots for cats or 


any other animals. I do object to paying 
a licensing fee and hanging a collar on 
my cat. As it stands now if a cat 
scratches or bites a person he is im- 
pounded if he has not had a rabies shot. 
That practice should be continued and 
extended to the point that the shots are 
mandatory for cats in Des Plaines. 
Cards could be issued to owners rather 
than tags hung around their necks. 


I would predict that if an ordinance is 


passed including the shots, license and 
collar it will be nearly impossible to en- 
force. I hope our city council thinks 
twice before supporting an ineffective 
law.

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Public Notice Set For July 7 
School Budget Deadline Approaches 


Officials of Ek Grove Township School 


Disl. 59 are working to have the 1972-73 
school budget ready on time. Public no- 
tice of the budget is set for July 7. Hear- 
ings on the budget will be held on Aug. 7. 


Informed sources said the final budget 


will have few changes from the prelimi- 
nary budget released in February. 


The p r e l i m i n a r y budget totals 


$8,881,658. This Is an increase of approxi- 
mately $70,000 over the official 1971-1972 
budget. Most of the increase is for in- 


School Administrators' 
Pay Is Up 3 Per Cent 


High School Dist 214 administrators' 


salaries will range between $15,120 and 
$36,500 in the 1972-73 school year, reflec- 
ting an average 3 per cent increase. 


Topped by a $1,300 raise, the salary 


increases for individual administrators 
were approved by the school board at a 
meeting Monday. Earlier this month, the 
board allotted a $60,000 budget for the 
raises and turned down the adminis- 
trators request for $100,000. 


Last year's salary schedule ranged be- 


tween $13,500 and $35,000 with an aver- 
age 6.7 per cent increase. The budget set 
aside for administrators' raises totaled 
$127,858, more than double this year's al- 
lotment. 


Salary increases are recommended by 


each administrator's superior within a 
set range, designated by position. Final 
salary recommendations are made to the 
board by Supt. Edward Gilbert. 


SALARY RANGES set by the board 


last year have been retained for the com- 
ing year. They are: assistant superin- 
tendents, and principals — $20,000 to 
$30,000; for coordinators, directors assist- 
ant principals and assistant to the su- 
perintendent — $16,500 to $26,000; divi- 
sion heads, department chairmen, direc- 
tors of student activities, athletic diriec- 
tors and deans — $13,500 to $22,000. The 


last group's rates are based on a 10- 
month work year, while the other groups 
work 12 months. 


Gilbert's 
salary 
was 
hiked 
from 


$35,000 to $36,500, a 4.2 per cent in- 
crease. He is employed for a full 12 
months. 


The highest salary increases 
were 


granted to Gary Tjarks, dean of students 
($18,300 — 6.4 per cent); Donald Ring, 
district coordinator ($23,000 — 5.99 per 
cent); Leo Hundt, department chairman 
($18,800 — 5.92 per cent); and Marjorie 
Galloway, director of pupil personnel 
services ($18,200 — 5.81 per cent). 


The same administrators who headed 


last year's schedule are on top this year. 
They are Lawrence Jenness, Forest View 
High School principal ($28,500 — 1.79 per 
cent); Roderick McLenna, assistant su- 
perintendent for instruction ($28,500 — 
1.79 per cent); and Bruna Waiara, Arling- 
ton High School principal ($28,500 — 2.52 
per cent). 


Only one administrator, out of a staff 


of 95, did not receive a raise. In such a 
case, the administrator is given an op- 
portunity to improve his performance 
during the succeeding year. If the admin- 
istrator does not improve, board policy 
requires the superintendent to reassign 
the administrator to a different position.

Last week the school board approved a 


new teachers' contract which means an 
average 6.8 per cent salary increase for 
the district's 530 teachers. The increase 
included a 2.8 per cent cost of living in- 
crease provided by the new contract plus 
a 4 per cent incremental based on educa- 
tion and years of experience. 


PRINCIPAL and assistant principal 


salaries are budgeted for a 5.5 per cent 
increase. Consultant and supervisor sala- 
ries are also increased by 5.5 per cent 
with one new consultant position being 
added for the coming year. Teacher sala- 
ries will advance one step on the salary 
schedule. 


The preliminary 
budget shows a 


$25,303 expense for capital outlay. There 
was no capital outlay expense budgeted 
for the 1971-72 school year. 


The preliminary budget has' a decrease 


of $39,450 in interest and insurance ex- 
penses. 


A shift in student population is antici- 


pated in the preliminary budget. Grades 
kindergarten-5 are expected to decrease 
by 3 per cent. Grades 6-8 are expected to 
increase by 5 per cent. 


The building fund portion of the budget 


shows an expected decrease of $16,095. 
Most of the reduction is in fixed charges 
expense. 


High School District OKs 
Pay Scale For Non-Certified 


Three salary schedules have been ap- 


proved by the High School Dist. 214 
Board of Education for non-certified per- 
sonnel with an average 4 per cent salary 
increase and a 7 per cent ceiling. 


The 1972-73 rates were set for cafeteria 


personnel, custodial personnel and a new 
group called educational supportive per- 
sonnel which includes clerical tech- 
nicians, specialists and instructional as- 
sistants. 


Administrators negotiated with repre- 


sentatives of the Service Union 11 for 
three months before setting the custo- 
dians' rates. Negotiations with the sup- 
'portive group's association were settled 
in six weeks. Salary increases for the 
food service personnel, most of whom 
are part-time, were not negotiated but 
recommended by the cafeteria manager. 


A fourth group, called miscellaneous 


personnel, 
received 
salary increases 


based on merit. The increases, ranging 
from 2.61 per cent to 5.56 per cent, are 
recommended by each employe's super- 
visor within a set range. The positions in 
this group range from psychologist to 
building service supervisor. 


THE CUSTODIANS' new hourly start- 


ing rates range according to position 
from $5.17 for general maintenance to 
$2.72 for matron. Yearly incomes for em- 


ployes with 18 months' experience range 
between $11,876.80 for general mainte- 
nance and $8,881.60 for day custodian. 


The custodians' agreement also called 


for an updating of their policy manual, a 
change in vacation schedule and 13 legal 
holidays. 


The supportive group's new hourly 


starting rates range according to position 
from $2.45 for clerk typists and division 
clerks to $4 for skilled or college-trained 
instructional assistants. The schedule is 
divided into two groups, for 12-month and 
10-month employes. In addition to step 
salary levels, the schedule includes merit 
increases. 


Policy 
changes for the 
supportive 


group include new summer work peri- 
ods, 
new vacation periods and new pay 


periods. A new policy manual will be 
recommended for this group by March 1, 
1973.

Base salary ranges for food service 


personnel have been retained from last 
year. However, the maximum hourly 
rates have been raised from $.03 to $.13. 
Maximum hourly rates range between 
$2 58 and $3.33, based on the position and 
workweek. 


The miscellaneous personnel salaries 


range between $12,200 and $19,650. The 
raises are based on individual merit.

baskets of dirt, rocks, etc. Unless you 
are a weight lifter, know your own lim- 
its. One hundred pounds is too much for 
the average person to carry. 
Fifty 


pounds is too much for a good many. A 
bucketful of water weighs about 20 
pounds and is about par for the average 
woman or middle-aged man. 


IF YOU HAVE to do some heavy lift- 


ing, use skids — a piece of metal roofing, 
a garden spade, or, in a pinch, a burlap 
bag. For small loads, try a child's wag- 
on. On soft ground pull, don't push, a 
wheelbarrow. 


Lots of gardeners have found torn liga- 


ments in back or legs simply because 
they stepped backward into a hole or 
depression they forgot was there. Others 
trip and fall or get rope burns from 
strings that were left after rows were 
marked. Remember to remove row 
string markers after seeds are sown or 
tie rag streamers to the strings, so they 
are more visible. 


Pick up after yourself. A pitchfork or 


spade left lying on the ground can give 
you a savage rap in the head when you 
step on the opposite end. Keep tools in 
carts, grocery boxes or wheelbarrow. 


FINALLY, SEE THAT power tools, if 


electric, have grounded cords. Check for 
the three-prongs to make sure. If using 
extension cords, be sure they are de- 
signed for outdoor use. 


Avoid thongs, chunky heels or supporc- 


less shoes. Rugged, durable footwear 
protects against injury and sore feet. 


Even if you've got the legs for shorts 


or hot pants, save them for sunning or 
vamping your neighbor's husband, and 
cover up to protect against cuts, scrapes 
and bruises, especially when using power 
equipment or doing heavy work like tree 
pruning or garden spading.

Dear Dorothy: How do we get rid of 


carpet beetles? We've really been both- 
ered with them this spring. Have tried 
many things and nothing seems to help 
the situation. —-D.R. 
, 


Carpet beetles are the very dickens to 


get rid of and even after the job has been 
'done, one has to keep a close watch to 
see that they have not returned. 


Treat the surfaces over which these in- 


sects are likely to crawl with a spray 
that contains 2 per cent chlordane, 3 - 5 
per cent premium-grade malathion or 
one-half per cent lindane or diszinon. 


When the spray dries it leaves a depos- 


it which kills insects that crawl over it. 
Be sure to spray along the edges of wall- 
to-wall carpeting, behind radiators, along 
•baseboards and moldings, in corners, 
cracks and other hard-to-clean places. 


When spraying closets, take the cloth- 


ing out and apply the spray to corners, to 
cracks in the floor, walls and ceiling; 
along baseboards and around shelves 
and at ends of clothes rods. 


Dear Dorothy: I wear dentures and be- 


cause I drink a lot of tea and coffee, they 
get quite stained. Commercial cleaners 
haven't helped. I've heard that dentures 
can be soaked in a chlorine bleach solu- 
tion. Do you have any information on 
this? —Mrs. Emily Rider. 


This is an old-time remedy. It used to 


be recommended by some dentists but 
since has been discouraged by most au- 
thorities. The manufacturer of a chlorine 
bleach used to include the suggestion in 
the promotion but has since dropped the 
sentence.

to make invert sugar? —Mrs. B. E. An- 
derson.

urban coaches huvu been seeking such a 
transfer for years, but their campaign 
wasn't easily attained. 


Four years ago the move was suggested 


by several northern Illinois coaches to 
the state tennis advisory committee, ac- 
cording to Pitchford.

"The board of directors at that time 


voted it down," recalls Pitchford, a 
member of the advisory board.

Plus the fact that 
there was the prestige of having it at a 
big university, supposedly in the center 
of the state." 


Pitchford did a little investigating on 


the side and found that 70 to 80 per cent 
of the schools which took players down- 
state were within a 100-mile radius of Ar- 
lington. 


"After it was defeated, I personally let 


the issue drop. I felt I had done all that I 
could have." 


In 1971 the 
IHSA found out that 


Champaign also had done all that it 
could for the tournament. 


"Last year the state office asked the 


university to improve its playing sur- 
faces. "They 
(University) said they 


didn't have the money ($250,000)." 


So the 32 courts used for championship 


play deteriorated even more for last 
month's title round. 


"This year when we got down there 


they were almost all in unbelievable con- 
dition," says Pitchford. "Some had 
cracks that were up to two Inches wide. 
There were a few chain link fence nets 
and there were all different kinds of sur- 
faces. 


"The university did nothing to make it 


a special state tennis tournament. No 
hospitality was shown." 


The terrible courts were the talk of the 


tournament, especially in the coaches' 
meeting which some 200 head and assist- 
ant coaches attended. 


"Every coach but one voted to ask the 


state to move it," said Pitchford. "After 
the meeting, they asked me to tell them 
what wejiad in the way of facilities." 


The advisory committee voted unani- 


mously to move it and the board of direc- 
tors approved it later on. 


When asked what Arlington and the 


district had to offer, Pitchford offered 
nearly a dozen 
off-the-cuff 
improve- 


ments : 


• Every player will compete at the 


same time at 64 courts. 


• The first two or three rounds will be 


played at the same locations. 


• Scorekeepcrs will be on the courts 


for every match. 


• Umpires will probably be used from 


the quarterfinals on. 


• People will be in the high tennis 


chairs for the semifinals and finals to 
call the matches. 


• There is hope of having belter crowd 


control. 
• Press and television coverage should 
be improvld. 


• Officials and coaches will wear some 


sort of identification badges. 
' 


• Plenty of portable bleachers will be 


used for the much larger crowd that is 
expected. 


• In case of rain at the finals, ar- 


rangements will be made for indoor play. 


• A social gathering for the coaches 


and players will be held on Thursday. 


"Prom the standpoint of cooperation, 


you can't beat our school district," says 
Pitchford. "Our school district has a 
good reputation for working with the 
IHSA in running tournaments." 


Several schools in District 214 will 


come into play in the early rounds with 
the championship being played at Arling- 
ton. Sometime this summer, Pilchford 
plans to meet with the district coaches in 
order "to make it the best tournament 
we've ever had." 


"Personally, I feel very proud that 


they would consider giving it to Arling- 
ton. Il's something that I've dreamed 
about from the standpoint that I think we 
can run a better tournament. 


"With the growth and popularity of it, 


I'd like to see the state championship run 
on the best courts," continues Pitchford. 
"I presume, once we get it, we'll have a 
good chance of keeping it here " 


Arlington and District 214 will go all 


out to bring next May's championship up 
to the caliber it has deserved but hasn't 
received for a long time. Pitchford has 
demonstrated his ability to run big tour- 
neys in the past with his 16-team Arling- 
ton Invitational and the prestigious six- 
tem Prep Invitational. The district tour- 
nament has also been held at Arlington 
the past 10 years.

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Area Pilot Tells 5-Hour Ordeal With Hijacker 


by KAREN BLECI1A 


A scar on his right hand will always 


remind Arthur Koester of his first hijack- 
ing. 


"I got this when I accidentally hit the 


hijacker. I was turning nround to pull 
some curtains on the plane and knocked 
off his sunglasses," said the American 
Airlines pilot, pointing to the tiny mark. 


"I guess maybe I should have hit him 


harder." laughed the sandy-haired, deep- 
ly-tanned Prospect Heights resident. 


Koester, held nt gunpoint for five hours 


along with pilot Leroy Berkebile of Pala- 
tine, now tells the story with a smile. 


Koester first heard the hijacking was 


taking place Friday afternoon. A man 
with a submachine gun ordered Ameri- 
can's Flight 119, about to land in Tulsa, 
Okla., back to St. Louis. A flight super- 
visor. Koester was then on duty at Chi- 
cago's O'Hare International Airport. 


BUT KOESTER didn't know he might 


become involved until about 8 p.m. that 
night when he was sent to St. Louis. He 
was told he might replace Flight 119's 
co-pilot for the trip to Toronto and New 
York, which the hijacker had demanded. 
When he arrived in St. Louis, he was told 
to board the plane to replace the plane's 
first crew. 


"The other crew was tired. They'd 


been up all day," said Koester. "They 
delayed their landing at St. Louis so we 
could get there. When we boarded the 
plane, the hijacker told us to roll up our 
pants, shirts and take off our jackets. We 
then had to turn around as he searched 
us with his eyes." 


After the hijacker received $502,000, 


the shovel and parachutes he demanded, 
the "27 was cleared for take off. Then, 
according to Koester, came "the most 
exciting part of the whole operation." A 
Missouri man, in his new Cadillac, 
crashed through the airport gate and into 
the plane, disabling it. 


"It's 
really something to sit there 


watching this thing come right after you. 
We got hit at 100 miles an hour and 
walked away unhurt," said Koester, ex- 
plaining that the whole time he was try- 
ing to calm the hijacker. 


"He thought it was the FBI trying to 


stop him. I told him that no one would 
commit suicide just to stop him. Later 
the hijacker turned to me and said, 
'That guy was nuts.' " 


The hijacker, whom Koester described 


as about 6 feet, 185 pounds and dark- 
skinned, then moved the crew to another 
plane. 


"When he said move, I moved," Koes- 


ter said. 


A L M O S T 
IMMEDIATELY 
after 


takeoff, the hijacker ordered Koester to 
open the back door of the aircraft. He 
then forced crew members and the hos- 
tage into the cockpit while he stayed in 
the back of the plane. 


The hijacker visited the cockpit three 


times to check the instruments and 
speed. 


"Originally he wanted us to go about 


SOO miles with the door open," said Koes- 
ter. "He seemed agitated when I told 
him we couldn't do it." Koester said the 
plane was traveling "as slow as it 
could." 


The hijacker "apparently didn't want 


us to know when he jumped," according 
to Koebter. But as soon as the man 
jumped (near Peru, Ind.,), the crew

knew by a change in the cabin pressure. 


"Before we had heard the pressure 


might change with a jump. Now we know 
for sure." 


Throughout the ordeal, Koester talked 


most with the hijacker. He described him 
as "committed and apparently willing to 
die." He said he had mapped out and 
timed the flight between St. Louis and 
Toronto so he would know just where 
to jump. 


THE HIJACKER'S behavior was errat- 


ic. When the man found he had only one 
parachute harness, he was upset, Koester 
said. 


"Apparently he had wanted some one 


to jump before him. That person prob- 
ably would have been me," he said with 
a relieved smile, explaining that he's 
never parachuted before. 


The way the money was arranged also 


upset him, said Koester. The hijacker 
asked for two bags — one with $500,000 
and one with $2,500 in small bills for 
traveling money. When he found out that 
of the small money $1,500 was in $1 bills, 
"he became quite agitated," said Koes- 
ter. "He gave most of the small bills to a 
stewardess 
and then stuffed some of 


them in his pockets." 


Koester believes that money, which 


was found in the back of the plane, fell 
out of the hijacker's pockets during the 
jump. 


Originally Koester believed the hijack- 


er to be dead, from jumping into such 
high turbulence. But now he isn't so 
sure. Helping the FBI search the Peru

area for two days changed his mind. 
"Either he made it and picked up the 
chute or buried it — or the chute didn't 
open." 


"There are so many areas where he 


could hide in — bushes, trees, near the 
river, or in the high hills," Koester said. 


THE $500,000 and the hijacker's gun 


have been found. A gold pair of pants, 


which the hijacker wore during the hi- 
jacking, were also spotted. 


"We speculate that he tossed them out 


before he jumped," Koester said. "He ei- 
ther had a jump suit under his clothes or 
one in his valise." The valise has not 
been found. 


Koestor, 38, who will now help formu- 


late a hijack training program for pilots, 


admits he was relieved when he flew 
back to Chicago early Saturday morning. 
But if he had to, he'd do it all over again. 


"It's become part of my job as a su« 


pervisor to handle such problems. As 
long as it's not a psychopath who wants 
to commit suicide or blow up an air- 
plane, I don't mind," he said. "Just as 
long as it's not a kook."
